Reference is made to our letter to you dated June 8,1999. 
The classification review process has been completed.

Enclosed are copies of documents from FBI records. Excisions have been made to 
protect information exempt from disclosure pursuant to Title 5, United States Codes, Section 552 (Freedom 
of Information Act). 

Pursuant to your request, four hundred and ninety-five (495) pages were reviewed and 
491 pages are being released. Four pages are being withheld in their entirety. In addition, where excisions 
— were made, the appropriate exempting subsections have been cited opposite the deletions. Where pages 
have been withheld in their entirety, a deleted page information sheet has been substituted showing the 
reasons or basis for the deletion. The subsections cited for withholding information from the enclosed 
documents are (b)(1); (b)(2); (b)(7)(C) and (b)(7)(D). See Form OPCA-16a, for an explanation of these 
exemptions. 

The enclosed material is from the main investigative file in which the subject of your 
request was the subject of the investigation. 

Please be advised pursuant to Title 28, Code of Federal Regulations, Sections 16.11 and 
16.49, there is a fee of ten cents per page for duplication. No fees are assessed for the first 100 pages.

NEGRO NATIONALISE* AND THE B.^.,K OUSLTIS 

(Reprinted from the July 13, '62 issue of 
the American Security Council Newsletter.) 

The July, 1962 issue of Political 
Affaire, the Communist theoretical maga¬ 
zine contains an 18-pago article by 
Claude Lightfoot entitled "Negro Nation¬ 
alism and the Black Muslims." Political 
Affairs, formerly called The Communist, 
is the last word on what the Cooounlst 
Party "line" is on a particular subject. 
It sets out the "correct" view and course 
of action for the Party faithful, blessed 
by the Party hierarchy and sanctified by 
Moscow. The article on the Black Muslims 
is particularly significant because of 
Lightfoot's position in the Party. Light- 
foot is a prominent Negro Coens in 1st who 
has served ss National Vice-Chairman of 
the Cominist party of the United States. 
Hs is a Party "expert" on Negro affairs 
and thus "qualified" to speak with maxi¬ 
mum force on the subject. 

The article deals with the growing 
Muslim Cult of Islam, a far-out black 
supremacy organisation which is rejected 
by responsible Negroes. The Muslim Cult 
of Islam which has no real connection 
with the teachings of the prophet Moham¬ 
med, preaches that white men are devils 
and oust be conquered. The leader of the 
sect, Elijah Muhammand, also known as the 
"Messenger of Allah" io rabidly anti- 
Christian. If ons takes the teachings of 
the sect literally, the Muslims are being 
conditioned and trained for the "War of 
Amaggedon" when the blacks will kill the 
whites. The Muslim Cult of Islam claims 
a membership of tip to a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion, but because their affairs are se¬ 
cret, it is impossible to verify thie. A 
figure of around 70,000 eeems more likely 
however. The prophet Elijah's empire is 
far flung, with teaplee in Boston, New 
fork, Pittsburgh, Detroit, Chicago, Los 
Angeles and some 24 other locations. The 
Muslims would like to form a separate 
"Black Nation" within the United States. 
The history of the Cult Is studded with 
episodes of violence. Recently, in Chi¬ 
cago, a merf>er of the Cult went berserk 
and stabbed and beat a number of people 
on Chicago's south side. On April 27, in 
Los Angeles, a Muslin was shot to death 
and six others ware wounded in a gun bat¬ 
tle with police. Twenty-six people were 
arrested. Sixteen were later booked on 
charges of assault to commit murder.

Lightfoot begins his article by pointing 
out that the Black jfcnlisn are "national 
in scope and (here) be com a tremendous 
caaa meveaent". Ee paya hie rerpesta to 
the spreading inflrer.ee of the Black Itt- 
11ns, rpce-tlatss as to the rearms for 
thoir grewth end then goto dem to brass 
tacks. Ho points out that back in tho 
early ‘SC's tho Ccrxrnirt Party of the 
United States pushed, the idee that the 
American Eogro constitutes rx> oppressed 
nation withih a nation. The Party rgi- 
tated for a separate Segro naticn, coo- 
posed of what is commonly called tho 
"Black Balt* of the South, an area con¬ 
sisting of over 200 counties crossing 
several states. Lightfoot goes on to aay 
that In early 1959 the Cossrnist Party 
position mat he examined in the light of 
en increasingly powerful black national¬ 
ist c ur rent being generated by the 
Uualima. In this way, Lightfoot, while 
he does not change the Party position, 
laya the groundnork for any shift of 
policy by the Party If it become exped¬ 
ient and the ituslim covenant becosee ruf¬ 
fle icutly powerful. 

Lightfoot takes the Black Muslims to 
task because they do not work well with 
ethers. Ha calls for a "united front" 
type of tactic. He hopea that the Mus¬ 
lims will direct their firs toward what 
he ealla the •reactionary" ruling class. 
Then, after IS pegs* of paoderoos verb- 
age, Lightfoot 1*7* it right en tho line. 
"And so those of or who feel that we era 
see through today* e frustrations to a 
brighter tomorrow are duty beard to c° 
eccng oar IfcalJn brothers end to help 
light an enderstanding aaoeg then. For 
in winning them to core positive con¬ 
cepts, we will help to enlist people who 
hold nationalist e-rtimeats in the great 
battle for freedom in the Tnitod States."

This letter is written to you in the interest of good government and in our 
role as responsible citizens. 

Currently our Association is making a study of your Commission and the im¬ 
portant work it is doing. Of course, police officers, who represent a large 
percentage of our membership, devote their lives to the field of law enforce¬ 
ment - which includes the never ending defense of civil rights. As a conse¬ 
quence, we naturally find your vrork most interesting. 

We are informed that your California Advisory Committee has scheduled hearings 
in los Angeles for September 14 and 15, 1962, and in familiarizing ourselves 
with the members of this Committee, we were shcoked to find that your Commis¬ 
sion had appointed Loren Mil1er as a member of said Committee, and we are further 
disturbed that he currently holds the position of Vice-Chairman, a position which 
carries with it a special degree of responsibility and importance; for, in the 
absence of the Chairman, Bishop James Pike, Mr. Miller assumes the responsibility 
of Chairman. 

The reason for our strong concern regarding Mr. Miller is based on the enclosed 
dossier, which documents his activities over the years. You will note that his 
activities run the gamut from his authorship of an article entitled "Why I Will 
Vote ’Red 1 ”, appearing in the official organ of the Communist Party U.S.A., the 
"Daily Worker" dated 7-H-32, to his most recent activity as- Vice-Chairman of 
the National Committee of the American Civil Liberties Union, an organization 
which has promoted the establishment of Police Practices Review Boards through¬ 
out our country, a plan which has beer, denounced by such responsible individuals 
as the Mayor of our City. Samuel W. Ycrty, and California Governor Edmund G. 
Brown. Of course. Congressman Gordon H. Scherer, member of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities has long been opposed to the establishment of such 
Boards, and a copy of his statement concerning same is enclosed for your perusal.

Tour particular attention le respectfully directed to the laat paragraph of 
the "Daily Worker” article "Why I Will Tote Red" in which we find Ur. Miller 
openly supporting*William Z. Foster (toner head of the Coonunist Party U.S.A.) 
and James W. Ford, Communist candidates for President and Vice-President of the 
United States: "Right now, the task is to get out on the street comers, in 
the factories, farm communities, and other places and win votes of the toiling 
masses for this party of otfre. If our party is to triumph, it must have support." 

Additionally, you will note that in articles appearing in the Los Angeles Times 
and the Los Angeles Herald-Ebcaminer, August 2, 1962, Ur. Miller, along with 
Earl C. Broady, are Btated to be the Attorneys of record in the much publicized 
case involving the Muslim riots which resulted in serious injury to Los Angeles 
police officers inflicted by gun fire and other acts of violence. 

For the foregoing reasons, we feel impelled, as honest and sincere citizens, to 
call your attention to the fact that we do not believe Loren Miller has the ob¬ 
jectivity necessary to reach proper conclusions concerning civil rights. His 
connection with organizations which are biased against the police are a matter 
of public record. 

In the light of the foregoing, and under the established principle of obvious 
conflict of interest which has become a national issue in our country during 
the last three administrations, and from the standpoint of the welfare of your 
Commission and the public image that it necessarily carries with it, we believe 
that our mutual desire to defend civil rights would be best served by someone 
other than Loren Miller as a member of the Committee. 

We therefore respectfully request that your Honorable Commission remove Mr. 

Miller forthwith from the California Advisory Committee, under your authority 
prescribed by Section 6 of Executive Order 11007 (February 26, 1962).

1. The complete denial of God and the destruction of everything the 
Church-represents* To understand the full significance of this step 
on the road to communism, one must realize that our founding fathers 

-: created-a government where man could truly live as an individual with 
the. dignity befitting the position and stature given us by our Creator. 
The Bible tells us time after time God created man and gave him dominion 
over all things. 

The question we must ask is what happens to society when God is 
denied ■— when the Bible Is destroyed? If our standards of right and 
wrong are eliminated — when, the absolute standards set forth in the 
-Bible are taken away — then what is right and wrong is determined by 
those who happen to be in power at any given time. * '

2. The establishing of a socialist economy. 

Just as God and his Church represents one major obstacle to the 
-- communists; capitalism (free enterprise) represents another. 

Those who fail to see the similarity between communism and socialism 
fail to realize that socialism is a necessary step on the road to com¬ 
munism. To those who doubt this, I would ask that you consider the fol¬ 
lowing quote from Lenin: 

”As long as capitalism and socialism exist, we cannot Live in peace . 
In the end one or the other will triumph. A funeral dirge will be 
. • sung over the Soviet Republic or over world capitalism." (11-26-20) 

Article II, Section 1 of the Constitution of the Communist Party 
of the U.S.A. establishes the purpose of the organization: "The 
purposes .of this organization are ... to eliminate the scourge of 
economic crises, unemployment, poverty, racism and war throug h the 
establishment of socialism...” 







To those who believe that socialism offers a better way of life, I 
simply ask why have 50,000,000 people migrated into the United States 
of America and remained here of their own free will — and send for 
their friends and family to join them in this land of freedom? How irany 
people have been shot in the back trying to get into communist countries? 
Why did the Communists build the wall in Germany? Certainly not to pre¬ 
vent people from escaping into East Germany. Capitalism offers freedom 
of opportunity and choice.—socialism can not . Look up the definition 
of communism and socialism in your dictionary. 

3- Abolition of private property. 

Marx called the abolition of private property the main and distin¬ 
guishing theory of the communists.

‘Those who will not accept all of the conditions set forth-in the first 
five-steps-are removed from society by whatever means considered necessf 
It is during this period of conditioning that millions.of human beings 
are liquidated. 
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The liquidation of these millions of humans is justified in the 
communist mind simply because they stand in the way of peaoei (Peace 
being a communal society.) This is the primary function of the Com¬ 
munist Party or the dictatorship of the proletariat as it is also known. 
When this has been accomplished and "peace" is a reality, then all 
governments dissolve. 

7. A universal communal society becomes a reality.

The biggest propaganda tactic now in opera¬ 
tion in our country employs a double standard. It is 
frequently applied by many in our communications 
media and other molders of opinion to disputes 
over public issues between patriotic Americans 
and those who won't, or can’t, recognize the 
dangers of national socialism which threaten our 
Constitutional heritage. 

The clear proof that something is seriously 
wrong can be found in the wide spread intellectual 
lynching movement being directed against anti- 
Communists under the guise of examining and 
exposing "radical right extremism" and so-called 
"super-patriotism," while the sloganiers purposely 
ignore the "left-wing extremism" that has pro¬ 
voked these Americans to action. 

Recent events have sparked a great resurgence 
of informed, alarmed and outspoken concern about 
the dangerous situation facing our nation and 
our freedoms. 

Aware of this and operating with the long 
time skill of accomplished professional revolu¬ 
tionaries, the global Communist movement ordered 
an all-out attack on anti-Communists at a meeting 
in January, 1961 of the eighty-one Communist 
parties in Moscow. 

Americans are faced in 1962 with the most 
intense internal propaganda campaign in our his¬ 
tory. This situation, complicated by the 1962 
elections, presents a serious tactical and strategic 
problem for all concerned Americans. It must be 
dealt with more intelligently and effectively than 
it has been in the past. 

We must promote a better method of dealing 
with pro-Communist propaganda and the concerted 
attack on anti-Communists. This can not be avoided 
because it is a matter of dire necessity that the 
Communists and other national socialists make 
every effort to discredit, ridicule and ISOLATE 
their critics if they are to successfully continue 
with their assaults on our economy and our tradi¬ 
tional form of government. 

During 1961, events have awakened us to the 
danger with the same alertness that was demon¬ 
strated in 1952 during the Korean incident. In 
spite of Korea, Hungary and other incidents, we 
once again lapsed into apathy in the absence of 
an overt threat. We were, however, re-awakened by 
the Berlin and Cuba situations and subsequent 
related developments. 

An aroused protest swelled to nationwide 
proportions in 1961 and provoked the expected 
rattlesnake like recoil of the Communists and their 
legion of friends. 


These people demonstrated that their mair 
objective in 1961 was to "get" the anti-Commun 
ists. They launched a widespread attackon so-calle 
“extremists" and "super-patriots" which is, it 
reality, an attempt to establish slogans designei 

to smear all anti-Communist Americans.-Thii 

tactic has been adopted by politicians unable t< 
face up to honest and open criticism of their in 
adequacies and failures in dealing with Communism 

The simple and obvious "reductio ad absur 
dam" of this whole attack is to ask the simp! 
question: "What, if anything, did any of thesi 
critics of the anti-Communists ever do of publi 
record to interfere with the Communist conspiracy 
expose it or take an effective stand against it?’ 

This is a very clear litmus test of the righ 
of various politicians to lecture us on the so-calle 
"extremist" activities of alarmed and conceme 
Americans; especially since most of these "critics 
would be hard pressed to justify their preser 
stand on the matter. We would like to remin 
these gentlemen that if loyalty is an “extreme’ 
so, also, is disloyalty. 

A standard Communist technique is to singl 
out several of their most vocal adversaries a 
"horrible examples”. The smear label is the 
similarly attached to all anti-Communists. The 
technique is designed to produce fear in all wh 
might otherwise oppose them. This technique mu. 1 
be understood, exposed and challenged at evei 
opportunity. 

An overlooked point which must be brougl 
into focus is that these smear attacks are actual 1 
directed toward many American organization 
representing a large segment of the America 
people. 

It is a matter of public record that hundred 
of national organizations — — veteran, patriotic 
business, labor, fraternal, service club, church 
professional, trade association and similar group 
- - all have long records of awareness of th 
Communist danger, opposition to it and concer 
over the threat that it poses. All of these group 
can be considered so labeled by the “phony 
standards developed for the Communist attack o 
so-called "extremists”. 

While the Communists and their allies cleverl 
concentrate on only the most aggressive of the 
adversaries, they adroitly avoid engaging in 
showdown test of strength with ALL the ant 
Communist groups at one time. 

The one thing that they fear in any communi 
or any tactical situation is open conflict with tl 
leadership of mass community organizations.

One of their first targets ha 4ieen youth, 
especially on the campuses of our un.versities and 
colleges. This is a big topic of agitation in the 
Communist press. The technique is to create con¬ 
fusion by trying to promote speaking engagements 
on college campuses and facilities for Communist 
functionaries on the false issue of “free speech.*' 

The actual ' tactical objective behind this. 
Communist program is to establish acceptance of 
the propaganda false equation by appealing to the 
average, middleof the road American to compare 
the Communists and the anti-Communists on an 
equal basis and to regard their political disputes 
as normal and respectable. 

This has resulted in heated arguments on 
many of our Eastern campuses with the school 
administrations under fire from the radical amalgam 
— and many of their own professors — for having 
the common sense to refuse the use of American 
tax-paid and capitalist financed facilities by cri¬ 
minal Communist agitators looking for a respec¬ 
table springboard for their propaganda. 

The issue came to Los Angeles just before 
the Christmas holidays on the campuses of UCLA 
and Los Angeles City College when an attempt 
was made to promote the appearance of Dorothy 
Healey, Chairman of the Communist Party of 
Southern California. 

A spirited controversy has raged on both 
campuses with the main impetus provided by the 
ubiquitous American Civi l Libertie s Union through 
its campus units and their sympathizers. We are 
not sure, at this time, to what extent, if any, mem¬ 
bers of the faculty were involved. 

This was a clear case of the Radical "Extre¬ 
mists” pushing the False Equation. It also was a 
clear case of community leadership standing be-' 
hind the school administrations. With widespread 
public support the administrations refused the use 
of their facilities. 

It was pointed out by responsible anti-Commun- 
ists that there is no logical comparison between 
traitors, who are agents of a criminal and murder¬ 
ous foreign conspiracy, and those who criticise, 
their activities and allies. 

It also was pointed out that this is not an 
issue of "free speech,” as claimed by the ACLU. 
Nobody in the responsible anti-Communist move¬ 
ment tried to take away the "free speech" of the 
Communist leader. All they insisted on was that 
we refuse to pay for it. Under our Constitution the 
Communists have "free speech" even though they 
use this freedom to destroy our system. They can 
print and circulate publications, rent halls and 
hold agitation meetings without interference so 
long as they do not disturb the peace. In turn, we 
have the free right to challenge them and expose 
them. 


The anti-f~ -jimunists insisted that the Com¬ 
munists do all 'niis on their own time, with their 
own money, and in those places that would suffer 
their presence.lt was further insisted that we have 
no responsibility to provide the Communists a 
free, respectable forum for their sinister huck¬ 
stering. 

At the same time, Mrs. Healey was the spokes¬ 
man for the Communist Party in Southern Califor¬ 
nia and refused to register under the McCarran Act 
decision deadline. 

Mrs. Healey is not merely a house wife with 
some odd, dissenting, non-conformist opinions. In 
contrast to alarmed Americans who are attacked 
for being disturbed by the Communist problem she 
is a dedicated agent of international Communism 
and all the horror it brings to mind. 

Her maiden name was Dorothy Rosenbloom. 
At various periods in Communist strategy she was 
married to the key Communist involved. Her hus¬ 
bands during her career in the Communist conspir¬ 
acy were: Ray, Schneiderman, Healey and Connelly. 
Ray was active in the Communist penetration of 
transportation unions. Schneiderman was the bro¬ 
ther of the head of the Western Communist Party. 
Healey was the California leader of Labor’s Non- 
Partisan League. During the period of the Hitler- 
Stalin Pact, when the Communists and Nazis worked 
together, it promoted a so-called "Patterson slate” 
in the 1940 California primary election. 

This was one of the most brazen groupings of 
Communists and fellow-travelers in California 
political history. Their purpose was to secure 
control of the California delegation to the Demo¬ 
cratic convention. 

Healey's last Communist husband, Phillip M. 
Connelly, after being kicked out of the CIO and 
serving for a number of years as the Los Angeles 
editor of the Communist west coast newspaper, 
PEOPLE'S WORLD, is now the United Nation’s 
representative of the global Communist World Fed¬ 
eration of Trade Unions, which has openly boasted 
that it will sabotage free world activity on the 
world's docks in any conflict with Soviet Russia. 

It was at approximately this time that Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt sent American troops with fixed 
bayonets to drive Mrs. Healey's later husband, 
Phillip M. Connelly, and a horde of Communists 
and Nazis from the North American aviation plant, 
where they were attempting to sabotage prepared¬ 
ness. 

All of this occurred when Stalin and Hitler 
were partners in the bloody liquidation of Poland 
and it is very thoroughly documented in the public 
reports of congressional committees on Un-Ameri¬ 
can activities and the California Senate Committee 
on Un-American Activities.

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EXPOSING TRIClfS AND TECHNIQUES OF CElMMUNIST PROPAGANDA 

by Professor T. A. Devixe 


Our nation appears to be losing the cold war in the 
vital area of propaganda. Although we have truth and 
right on our side, we use them all to poorly and weakly. 

In their’attempts to win this battle the Reds must 
resort to tricks and treachery. Most of these deceits are 
as old as human history, but many Americans even 
among the well-informed have never been taught to 
understand them. 

Therefore an explanation of 4 or 5 of the major 
fallacies, or tricks of reason, may be of tremendous help. 

FALLACY No. 1, THE RED-HERRING TECHNIQUE: 

In this old but still effective fallacy the speaker or 
writer tries to drag in a minor, unimportant issue in order 
to distract attention from the real and important issue. 

The Reds are accused of having done this when they 
seized control of China. At the time they made a great 
fuss in the press over Berlin. Apparently many Americans 
were hoodwinked, and we lost heavily. 

Another up-to-the-minute “red-herring’’ is the bitter 
leftist attack on the so-called “right-wing extremists.” 
Through this the Reds are desperately trying to distract 
our attention from the true danger—Communist infiltra¬ 
tion of the U.S. (This entire propaganda campaign was 
organized in October, 1960 in Moscow.) 

FALLACY No. 2, DODGING THE ISSUE: 

Here the speaker does not want to give an honest answer, 
so he says much that sounds impressive but does not 
really pertain to the point at issue. 

For example, if a politician is asked, “In your opinion 
should we recognize Red China?”, he may quote reams 
of statistics, the Congressional Record, even the Bible, 
but in the final outcome he completely avoids answering 
the question! 

But some listeners will feel that among all the verbiage 
there really must have been an answer—so they go 
away deceived. 

FALLACY No. 3, THE “AD HOMINEM” FALLACY. 
(Or attack the man): 

This is similar to the above, but instead of discussing 
the point at issue, the speaker tries to distract the

They love to exaggera 
in big bold words (or lies) to claim that everything 
going their way. 

They start a few small Communist-front grou 
picketing for “Peace” and immediately their headlin 
scream, “Disarmament Actions Sweep the Nation 
Or a few leftists boys object to ROTC and the prop 
ganda blares “Students Revolt Against Militarism!” 

And now they’re at it again. Some of their favor 
candidates squeezed by the recent elections after 
series of lies, “dodging the issue,” and even illef. 
registrations and voting. And now what do they pi 
claim?, “a mandate from the people for more socialh 
and government control!” 

FALLACY No. 5, THE APPEAL TO PITY: 

Here the Reds try to sway a person’s judgement 
appealing to his emotions—especially pity. This ag 
is an ancient tactic, using a person's feelings of mei 
to bring about his own destruction. 

Lawyers unfortunately resort to this on occasion wl 
their case is hopeless, “Let this poor man go free (eve 
murderer), think of his poor mother home all alo 
waiting for her son ...” 

The Reds use this vile trick to stop drastically nee< 
investigations. They claim we are causing great ha 
ship and “paralyzing fear.” And hard though it is 
believe, this nonsense has worked!

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"THE TREND TO RENDER LAW ENFORCEMENT INEFFECTIVE" 


Address by Norman H. Moore 

AS PRESENTED TO THE FOURTH AREA CAUCUS, AMERICAN LEGION 
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J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, has defined local 
level law enforcement as the greatest bulwark against organized crime, including the 
organized criminal conspiracy — Communism! This contention is shared by those of us in 
law enforcement and, in growing numbers, by the citizens we serve. But there are those 
in our society who are striving to render this bulwark ineffective. It is this element 
of our society which I will now attempt to unmask. 

Since the inception of the Communist Party U.S.A. in 1919> they have waged war on 
society’s first line of defense — law enforcement. Official instructions were sent out 
by the Communist International in Moscow in 1921 on how to organize work against the police 
These instructions included such policies as, and I quote; "Every legal Communist Party 
must make secret preparations, no matter how small. In most cases, such a secret apparatus 
may be created by means of perfectly legal activities". 

To carry on its "secret service" work against the police, each Communist Party was 
ordered to set up a legal defense organization. In November, 1922, the Fourth Congress 
of Communist International ordered the creation of an international organization to assist 
the Communist Parties in this work. The original idea for this organization was termed the 
"International Red Aid", an idea that came directly from Felix Dzerzkinsky, the first head 
of the Soviet Secret Police. The International Labor Defense was organized by the Communis 
Party U.S.A. as a local section of the International Red Aid. 

Recent testimony b'eBore the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee by Lyman B. Kirk¬ 
patrick, Jr., Inspector General on the staff of the Central Intelligence Agency, exposes 
the current plot against law enforcement. Kirkpatrick disclosed the pocket-sized training 
manual which the International Communist Conspiracy has provided for its espionage agents, 
giving instructions for organizing riots and down grading the police everywhere in the 
free world. 

He also paraphrased the task assigned to Communist agents as described in their hand 
book: "First, make investigations and reports on the activities of the police in security 
service. Second, investigate and repress those security organizations which support the 
government. Third, find ways to infiltrate the police in security organizations to steal 
documents, particularly those recording their knowledge of Communism, and to destroy 
everything of value". 

Kirkpatrick went on to state, "Our police are among the foremost guardians of freedo 
and thus a major target of the Communists. The better the force, the greater its efficien 
the higher its competence in preserving peace, the more vital it is for the Communists to 
destroy it.’ They strive to degrade the police in the eyes of the people, and engage in 
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smear campaigns to discredit the leaders among the rank and file policemen. Police bru¬ 
tality has become a commonplace expression, and accusations against arresting officers are 
growing more frequent. Furthermore, the courts have not distinguished themselves by 
sustaining the police in the legitimate exercise of their duties, but too often find 
reasons to justify the culprit unde? the fallacious guise of 'rights and legal technical 
ities!" 1 ' ' • :*-• x*-; . 

Kirkpatrick further stated that .the police must have the support of the govern¬ 
ment and of the people. One of the first tasks is education --to get the word to the peo 
about the dangers of Communism." • ’ ■ .< . 

Those of us in laV enforcement learn early! in. our' careers that the Communist Party 
is not just another political movement, but is an international criminal conspiracy. As a 
group, lav enforcement officers are among the most anti-Communist of the professional

I hope I have established beyond reasonable doubt that your police officers have 
been the target of Communist Party directive, agitation, and activities for forty years! 

As you realize, individuals and organizations, either knowingly or unknowingly, intention¬ 
ally or unintentionally, carry out practically all Communist Party plans; and in this 
case, it is crystal clear that the same "modus operand!" is being used against lav enforce 
ment. Therefore,' it is necessary to take a close look at those currently active in this 
field. 1 * ' .. J c . ...j ' 

Of course, the ‘first organization that comes to a police officer's mind in this 
respect is the American Civil Liberties Union; and I want: tQr make it clear right now that 
police officers are not against civil-rights, civil liberty, and. some .of the other things 
the Civil Liberties Union claims to stand for. Law enforcement, in my opinion, does more 
to protect civil rights than any other institution in our society. Let's allow the facts 
to speak for themselves-- 9,309 of my colleagues were killed or injured in the United 
States in 1961, many of them in‘mob attacks! - - These incidents occurred as a result of mob 
violence or in other police Activities where: police officers were attempting to preserve 
the peace and protect Our-citizens*so that they might be secure -- a guarantee, inciden¬ 
tally, under the Bill of "Rights of the United States. , ... 

In 1930, Rbger Baldwin,' founder of the American Civil Liberties Union, testified 
before the House pf“ Representatives Special Committee to investigate Communist activities 
known as the Fish Committee, on behalf of the ACLU. He testified: "On the Executive 
Committee, (jf the ACLU) ve have a communist, Mrs. Anna Rochester, who. sits with the- Commit- 1 
because she is on the Executive Committee of the International Labor Defense, a working 
class defense organization vith which we cooperate . We frequently take cases jointly vitl 
them where they involve civil liberty issues. .,. 

Here we have an open admission by the founder of the ACLU explaining bow closely 
their organization worked vith a Communist organization, set up on orders from Moscow to 
fighi against law and order. • - ,< = 

'After hearing testimony for many months, the Fish Committee came to .the following 
conclusion regarding the ACLU: "The American Civil Liberties Union is closely affiliated 
with the Communist movement in the United States, and fully 90$ of its efforts are on 
behalf of Communists who have come into conflict with the law". 

‘As early* as 1920, an official committee of the New York State Legislature defined 
the ACLU thusly: "The American Civil Liberties Union, in the last analysis, is a sup¬ 
porter of all subversive movements, and its propaganda is detrimental to the interests 
of the State. It attempts, not only to protect crime, but to encourage attacks upon our 
institutions in every form". 


The Trend to Render Law Enforcement Ineffective 
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The Connnui I)t International Labor Defense carried out its orders for many years. In 
19^6> it merged with the Civil Lights Congress, identified as subversive. Early in the 
30's the I.L.D. issued a pamphlet entitled "UNDER ARREST", designed to help Communists who 
had been arrested. It said, "It is absolutely essential to remember that the Policeman, 
etc., .arresting you is a servant of the boss class; otherwise, why should he be arresting 
you for working class activities? He is your enemy. Give him no information of any kind 
whatsoever, either about yourself or your fellow workers, or any organization which you 
belong to or in which you are interested". 

Twenty years later, the successor to the I.L.D., the Civil Rights Congress, issued 
a brochure, "WHAT TO DO WHEN ARRESTED". It gave the same advice, using slightly more 
diplomatic language. The brochure stated, "Remember that the arresting officer is not 
going to protect your rights; otherwise, why should he arrest you for exercising your 
civil and human rights? Clearly any informantion that an officer receives can be used 
against you. (You need give no information whatsoever, neither about yourself, your 
friends or associates, nor any organization to which you belong or in which you are inter- 
eated.)". 

The American Civil Liberties Union phrased the advice even more diplomatically, but 
it is basically the same: "It is your right under the Constitution to refuse to say 
anything that may be used against you later, and to have the aid and advice of a lawyer 
at all times. After identifying yourself, you do not have to answer any questions or sigr 
any paper about a crime. Neither a policeman nor anyone else may force you to do this. 

If any force or threats are used against you, report it to the Court, the District 
Attorney, and to your own lawyer." 

The policeman is your enemy. Don't tell him anything. This .is apparently a basic 
creed of the American Civil Liberties Union and of the subversive International Labor 
Defense and Civil Rights Congress, and their successors. 

"Cop hating" is an old Communist tactic I Going back to 1930, the testimony before 
the Fish Committee indicated that the Communist had organized and developed their defense 
corps and Red defense squads for the purpose of resisting and fighting the police. This 
testimony also revealed that when Communist hoodlums found themselves in trouble, they 
were defended by the American Civil Liberties Union. This same testimony could be given 
today, considering the recent events in San Francisco and Los Angeles. After every riot 
organized by the Communists, we hear the familiar cry, "Police brutality". 

In 1931, the New York State Communist Party election platform stated, "Only the 
Communist Party mobilizes and leads the workers in the struggle against police terror., 
fighting for the rights of the working class". 

In 19^8, the Communists were demanding-a legislative investigation of police bru¬ 
tality in.various localities. The same was demanded in the Communist Party legislative 
program for 1950 . 

In 19 L 7 , when Communist Party National Secretary, Benjamin J. Davis, was a member 
of the New York City Council, he introduced a Resolution calling for a special committee 
to investigate the Police Department on charges of police violence and brutality. 

Now along the lines of degrading law enforcement, which necessarily includes all 
forms of smear tactics, and the old chant of police brutality, we find that the Southern 
California Branch of the Communist Party, and the California Democratic Council are 
supporting the plan of the American Civil Liberties Union to establish Police Practices 
Review Boards throughout our nation. 
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I will now attempt to establish the true purpose of the establishment of Police 
Practices Review Boards, an idea that is advocated by individuals who have either 
knowingly or unknowingly fallen prey to the Communist Party line. 

Herbert-Romerstein, a former member of the Communist Party, has this to say: 

"In California, the ACLU and the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People .have .joined with the National Lav/yers Guild, a frequently cited subversive 
organization, to push through Police Review Boards. This would be of great help to 
the Communists as the police would be constantly tied up at hearings-before, the Board, 
policemen .would be afraid to make arrests, and the Board could be used as a weapon to 
smear the police force ..." _ _ 

, In predicting the future, Mr. Romerstein tells us, "You'll be facing fire from 
two sides. One is a question of the establishment of the Police Review Board which can 
become a permanent, instrument of attacking the police, that is, as each case comes up, 
the leftists and their friends can make complaints before the Police Review Board nnfr 
keep the Police Department tied up in a constant agitation and litigation. The fire or 
. the other front is something that is taking place over a long period of time, and that 
is the.picking out of individual cases and attacking them and embarrassing the Police 
Department in regard to these ..." 

In reaching an intelligent decision on what is behind the establishment of Polict 
Review Boards throughout the country, the Honorable Gordon H. Scherer, presently a 
Congressman on the House Committee on Un-American Activities, and former Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney, Director of Safety and a member of the City Council of the City ( 

■ Cine innati,;.makes the interesting observation that: "In evaluating a Police Review 
Board like that., it is always helpful and sometimes quite significant if one considers 
•the persons.and organizations who are agitating for such an innovation. It will be 
argued.that my views on this matter are biased by reason of the fact that in many.in¬ 
stances we..find the same persons and organizations pressing for Police Review Boards v 
arevvidlently opposed to Congressional investigation of subversive and Communist pro¬ 
paganda techniques in the United States. They are to a great extent, the same groups 
and persons who, over the years, have consistently attacked the policeman but never 
chased 'the criminal. They are the people who constantly prate about civil rights, but 
who are strangely silent when the policeman is beaten or an investigator smeared. The 
well-meaning,, and some not-so-well-meanirig persons, overlook the fact that for years i 
has been-part of the Communist technique to attempt to break down the confidence of tl 
people-4n their. law enforcement agencies; to discredit those in the public service en¬ 
gaged' in such activities and to stand smugly and silently by while these public servai 
'have their civil rights ignored and abused". 

We have seen recent specific attempts to establish Police Practices Review Boarc 
in-San Diego and Los Angeles. In San Diego the movement was originally supported by - 
ShoU^s Democratic Club of that city. Additionally, we have seen similar attempts to 
•e8tahi'ieh Police Review Boards in Seattle, Washington and Hartford, Connecticut, as w 
aa a renewed effort in Detroit. To date, only the cities of Minneapolis, New York, 
Pennsylvania and Philadelphia have established these boards. 

There is a very noticeable trend in the recent attempts to establish Police Rev 
Boards, which we observed particularly in San Diego, Los Angeles and Detroit. This 
trend is simply that members of the American Civil Liberties Union, National Associat 
for the Advancement of Colored People, National Lawyer's Guild, and the California 
Democratic Council, who have interlocking relationships with Community Relations 
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Commissions, conferences, etc., are apparently utilizing these positions in an attempt 
to have the idea of establishing Police Review Boards emanate from organizations other 
than the American Civil Liberties Union. 

Only last month Assemblyman Mervyn M. Dymally of the 53rd Assembly District 
announced that he intends to introduce legislation during the currant session of the 
legislature designed to establish Police Review Boards throughout our state. 

Incidentally, our Association has joined the growing number of organizations, 
which includes the American Legion, in seeking a complete investigation of the ACLU 
and its apparent front organizations by a legislative investigating committee. 

Here is a question for all of us to consider — by their ovn admission, the 
ACLU has about 7*000 members in California and 50,000 around the country. The 
American Legion alone has approximately 160,000 members in California, and the Legion 
is only one of hundreds of patriotic organizations with large memberships. Why then 
is it that this minute little group can cleverly get publicity for their questionable 
activities that is almost in exact reversal in column inches and radio and TV time 
allotted to the mathematical proportion of their group and those who disagree with 
them in the community. I'm not an expert, but here is what Mr. Morrie Riskin had to 
say in the Los Angeles Times, Noveriber 23, 19&2: "If the liberals will stop beating 
their breasts long enough to listen, I do not question the inherent right of the edito 
of the People's World or the late but unlamented Confidential to present their views. 
But it is equally the right of any American to denounce those views without being 
charged with invasion of free speech. Or is that sacred province, too, just a 
private park from which conservatives are barred?" 

Our organization believes that the citizens of this state deserve the facts 
with reference to the questionable activities, financial structure and apparent 
infiltration techniques of this highly controversial organization that constantly 
confuses and propagandizes the Southern California community with consistant attacks 
on law enforcement. It was only recently that the ACLU, on a national level, handled 
the case which resulted in the banning of prayers in the public schools. It is also 
common knowledge that the ACLU is currently seeking someone to represent so that the 
words "Under God" might be challenged and stricken from our Pledge of Allegiance to 
the Flag. ' The people of this state deserve to know how deeply involved the ACLU is 
with the 57 persons subpoenaed before the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
recently in Los Angeles, jAfter all, ACLU lawyers represented these people for some 
reason. 

In closing, may I say that it has been particularly gratifying to find support 
that materially aided law enforcement in its efforts to defeat the Police Review Boar 
plan from many organizations throughout the State. I feel that this support is 
representative of objective and deep concern for good law enforcement and good 
government. 
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Police Review Board Proponent Seeks Sex Education in Grade Schools 


DYMALLY AND A.B. 1250

Today, Ben Roth, of the Glendale 
Crusade for Americanism, accuses 
53rd District Assemblyman Mervyn 
Dymally of seeking a publicity spring¬ 
board. Dymally is the author of 
Assembly Bill 1250 which proposes 
sex education in California’s elemen¬ 
tary and secondary schools. Dymally 
is quoted publicly as saying his 
measure was introduced at the request 
of the Glendale Community Coordin¬ 
ating Council.

He 
campaigned against what he terms “Police Brutality.” He campaigned on 
the following platform: 

1— Chief of Police William H. Parker Must Go. 

2— The Chief of Police Should Be Elected. 

3— Replace Police Commissions With Civilian Review Boards. 

4— Bond All Police Officers. And, 

5— Full Scale Investigation of Alleged Police Malpractice. 

Mr. Dymally was chairman of a committee the slogan of which was, “Stop 
Terrorising Our;People!” Isn’t it significant that on May 27th of last year, 
Dymally, in addressing a group in connection with the Muslim incident, 
spoke, as follows, “Fellow Christians, I say ‘Peace’. Brothers of Islan, I say 
‘Salom Ali Cum’. We are united on the question of Police brutality.” Later 
he stated in the same Bpeech, “The issue now is not the Muslims. The issue is 
Pohce brutality. My father is a Muslim. I grew up in a Muslim environment.” 
This is the newly elected assemblyman from the 53rd district, a citizen less 
than six years, who apparently would change and I believe, weaken, our 
great nation and its laws. 

This reporter invited Dymally to appear on this report. He has dodged such 
an appearance. But he told me by telephone that many of the people in his 
district had recently come from the South and other areas and that they 
bring with them many resentments. That he, Dymally, now has to go up 
there to Sacramento and prove to these people in his district that he is working 
for them. This, Mr. Dymally, is opportunism —This is hypocrisy —This is 
demagoguery and, in the words of Ben Roth of Glendale, this is a 
PUBLICITY SPRINGBOARD!

"I LEARNED COMMUNIST DECEIT THE HARD WAY" 

Gen. Mark Clark’s stirring American Legion Address; May 1958 American Mercury 


“I've had 10 years’ sad experience with the Com¬ 
munists. It started back in Italy in the early days when 
they assigned to me a bunch of Russian Generals and a 
political adviser, Andre Vichinsky,. . . who harassed us 
for so many years at military meetings and in the U.N. 

As fast as our men, with their blood, captured towns 
in the mountains of Italy, the Communists, right after 
us, unbeknown to us, would go in and organize those 
villages for communism ... I went through the Italian 
campaign and then into Austria for 2 years where I met 
almost daily with the Communists. I learned there, and 
later ... in England and Moscow . .. and Korea—that 
there is NO fair play, NO honesty, NO decency in 
the Communists. 

They will cheat, He, murder, they will do ANY¬ 
THING to attain. .. world domination ... They will 
sign a solemn pledge today fully intending to abrogate 
it tomorrow. So it’s no wonder that when I went back 
home after 5 years in Europe, I hoped and prayed that 
I’d never be confronted with communism or Communists 
again. 

But... as the Commander in Chief of the Far East, 
there again we saw this filthy and foul enemy who 
conformed to none of the recognized rules of law or 
warfare. We met him this time on the battlefield, in the 
mountains of Korea. THERE, as you know, we fought 
a WAR with OUR HANDS TIED. We should ... in 
our first test of arms, have stepped out and won that 
war. WE COULD HAVE DONE SO, but that war, 
unlike the one in Italy, was NOT LEFT TO the 
MILITARY COMMANDERS in the FIELD. The 


SIGNALS were called FROM WASHINGTON; the 
opinions of our allies—and OTHERS —influenced the 
decisions that were MADE FOR US NOT to step 
out and deliver the ringing DEFEAT that WE WERE 
THEN CAPABLE of DOING. Our enemy killed our 
wounded soldiers as they lay on the field of battle; he 
took them prisoners—and we have documentary evidence 
that he shot them in the back of the head. 

We must resist this evil force at work to control us 
and to control the souls and the hearts of our youngsters, 
our most precious asset—for they are the leaders of 
tomorrow ... It wasn't so hard to answer their questions 
over in Italy, but I had a terrible time answering them 
WHY they were in Korea, and WHY they were NOT 
permitted to WIN. In Korea, our airmen could go 
up to the Yalu River and there look down and across 
it— see BRIDGES that WE WERE not ALLOWED 
to DESTROY, see airfields loaded with MIG 15’s and 
see Communist ammunition dumps and other kinds of 
storage places piled to the sky with paraphernalia 
designed by the Communists to KILL OUR MEN! 
Their killers came across the river unmolested with 
those weapons of war and I WAS NOT PERMITTED 
to take out those bridges. If I’d had the authority 
and Washington had let me, I would have bombed 
Manchuria and North China. 

And so I say prayerfully, let’s be strong and 
unafraid from now on. That is the ONLY way we 
can keep the blessings and the freedoms that we fought 
so hard to preserve, and which are guaranteed to us 
under the shield of our great CONSTITUTION. 


EDITOR’S NOTE : When viewed in retrospect, General Clark's article, written in 1958, reveals the absolute necessity for 
us to NOW RECOGNIZE our own tragic mistakes in the “Korean Police Action." We must face up to the fact that 
the Communists ‘‘called the shots" on BOTH SIDES in that war, from, INSIDE THE UN and from their seal as 
Permanent President of the UN Security Council.

HOMER H. BOELTER LITHOGRA 
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WHY THIS DIRECTION? 

by Ken Gustafson 


For those who have been wondering where we are going 
in regards to our foreign policy, we are now beginning to 
glimpse the direction; and for this glimmer of light we 
are thankful. Our position as the most powerful and 
respected nation has declined steadily since the end of 
World War II. We, who longed for a just and lasting 
peace, are now in a war for survival and in many quarters 
being pictured as a warmonger. 

Since we have experts in the field of foreign policy, just 
as any other field these days, it would be advisable to 
check the batting averages of our experts. In the late 
1940’s after World War II, we decided that Chaing 
Kai-Shek was a despot of the first order and withheld 
the aid which was necessary if China were to remain 
free of the agrarian reformers. We lost because they 
turned out to be exactly what we were told they were 
not, Communists. 

In French Indo-China we did not side with France 
because this war smacked of colonial imperialism. As a 
result, French Indo-China has been divided into separate 
states, Laos aDd Viet Nam being two of them; and the 
French have been driven out. We lose again because the 
people the French were fighting were Communists. We 
are now losing again in this area because the Communists 
do not abide by written agreements and they covet South 
Viet Nam like they did China under Chaing Kai-Shek. . 


In the Congo we are in the late innings with another 
chance to turn the tide, yet what do we do? We back 
the Central Congolese government of Cyril Adoula who 
with his Marxist trained co-hort Antoine Gizenga 
through the U.N. is now making war on the province of 
Katanga whose leader, Moise Tshombe, has steadfastly 
been a friend of the West. Another strike-out. 

In Cuba, we back a man like Fidel Castro whose 
Communist background was well known to security men 
in the early 50’s. This same Fidel Castro now insults the 
President of our country and through assistance from 
the U.S.S.R. has established a beachead for Communist 
expansion in the western hemisphere. In letters published 
in Mexico, we have given the Communists in Cuba a 
pledge not to invade that island thus negating the 
Monroe Doctrine. Once again we have been defeated in 
our attempts to provide an effective foreign policy which 
will roll back Communism. In spite of this, there rests 
upon the leadership of this country the hopes and 
prayers of its citizens that this endless tide of defeats 
will be reversed.

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When one looks at the string of defeats above, there 
are five quotations that come to mind and are listed 
below in order of their importance for your observation 
and thought. 


In Korea, we were the principal contributors to the 
United Nations forces and the resulting stalemate was 
another defeat for our foreign policy. The chief reason 
for this defeat was the command of the U.N. in not 
allowing a victory over the Communists. In the eyes of 
the world this stalemate was a defeat not for the United 
Nations but a defeat for the United States and the 
Communists played this tune to the hilt. Here we went 
up to bat once more against the Communists and 
again we lost. 

Still another chance presents itself to score, but in 
Algeria whom do we recognize as the head of the recently 
liberated French colonial country? None other than 
Mr. Ahmed Ben Bella, an open and avowed Marxist. 
This same man congratulated Fidel Castro on his revolu¬ 
tion just hours after being officially welcomed by the 
White House. Liberation in Communist jargon means 
a Red take-over. 

In British Guiana we are up to bat with high hopes for 
an emerging nation (from British rule) that will be free. 
But we stub our toe once more and through the assistance 
of a 100 million dollar loan by the World Bank, Cheddi 
Jagen, a Marxist, now has power in that country and 
once more a Communist victory. 


“The task of Socialism is neither to accelerate this 
political revolution, nor to oppose it (this would be as 
futile as opposition to the Industrial Revolution a 
hundred years ago), but to civilize it. 

To do this we must realize that a victory for either 
side would be a defeat for Socialism. We are mem¬ 
bers of the Atlantic Alliance. But this does not mean 
that we are enemies of every Communist revolution. 
We are opposed to Russian expansion, but also to an 
American victory. A victory for either side would 
be a defeat for Socialism."

Strange Appointment to Sensitive Job 


WASHINGTON —It was April. 
1961. seven days after Cuban pa¬ 
triots had met defeat at the Bay 
of Pigs. 

A Connecticut congressman 
stood alone on the 
House floor, his 
voice In the wil¬ 
derness. The Hon¬ 
orable Frank Ko¬ 
walski pleaded 
that “we give Fi¬ 
del Castro one 
more opportunity 
to demonstrate to the world that 
he la not a tool of Soviet subver¬ 
sion.' 

He asked resumption of "normal 
trade and commercial relations' 
between this country and Cuba, 
then suggested foreign aid for Pre¬ 
mier Castro’s little island. 

Two weeks later, on May 11, 
Kowalski defiantly roared "no” as 
the House voted 404 2 in favor of 
economic sanctions against Cuba. 

Last week the White House an¬ 
nounced that Frank Kowalski had 
been named to a 820,000-a-year 
membership on the Subversive 
Activities Control Board. 

It was late In 1961, that Kowal¬

ski. twice elected congressman-at- 
large. served notice on party lead¬ 
ers that he sought the Senate seat 
of Republican Prescott Bush, up 
for re-election In 1962. 

So. however, did Abraham Rtbl- 
coff, the forma’ governor appoint¬ 
ed secretary of health, education 
and welfare by the President. 

Kowalski campaigned for the 
nomination as Connecticut’s peace 
candidate. His campaign workers 
were members of Women Strike 
for Peace and the Committee for 
a Sane Nuclear Policy. His dogged 
campaign won wide publicity In 
the far-left press. 

In his comer, too. were repre¬ 
sentatives of Jimmy Hoffa’s Team¬ 
sters Union. They saw In Kowal¬ 
ski—who as a congressman op¬ 
posed the Landrum-Grlffln Act—a 
staunch defender of Hoff a. 

Despite the energetic work of 
ban-the-bomb buffs and laborUes, 
Kowalski was snowed under at 
the Democratic State Convention 
last July, falling to win the 20 per 


cent needed to get his name on 
the primary ballot. 

Cognizant of his vote-getting 
abilities. State Democratic Chair¬ 
man John Bailey begged Kowal¬ 
ski to run again for congressman- 
O-large. He refused. 

Kowalski announced. Instead, 
that he was seriously considering 
a race for the Senate as an Inde¬ 
pendent. The Teamsters, the 
peace leaders, all urged him to 
oppose Rlblcoft in November. 

After long negotiations with 
Chairman Bailey and White House 
emissaries, however. Kowalski de¬ 
cided not to run. and the greatest 
roadblock to Rlbicoff’s victory had 
been removed. 

Rumors flew fast and furiously 
that Kowalski had been promised 
a top Federal lob. They are now 
shown to be more than mere ru¬ 
mors for Kowalski takes his sest 
on the super-sensitive SACB, which 
maps action against the Commu¬ 
nist party and Its myriad front or¬ 
ganizations.

The Communists have planned and are already preparing a world-wide, so-called 
"Peace Offensive". The purpose of this maneuver is to trap innocent persons, 
even sincere anti-communists, into cooperating in their own destruction by 
forcing the free nations to disarm whether Russia does or not. 

In order to see through this incredible treachery, we must understand the 
following: 

A. A Communist Front is - an organization with an innocent-sounding name, 
used by the Reds to snare the unwary into carrying out the Communists' 
plans to destroy us. Some identified "Fronts" are: The American 
Crusade, The American League for Peace and Democracy, The American 
Committee for the Protection of Foreign-Born, The American Peace

suspect, though not yet proven).

(Don't you 
recall the campaign to white-wash Castro, a known Communist 
from his very beginnings?) 

We must realize that the Re.ds, though dedicated to world conquest, fear the power 
of the free world military. The Soviets trust none of the satellite troops - 
the Hungarians , Poles , Czechs , etc . - nor can they rely on their own Russian 
troops , since hundreds of thousands of them deserted to Hitler and fought 
against Communism.

As originally announced, one of the sessions of the current "Strategy, Tactics 
and Propaganda Analysis" institute will deal with the very important subject of 
parliamentary procedure, why it is important and how It works.

Mr. Shearer will also discuss some of the vital non 
partisan legislation pending In our State Legislature.

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CAPITOL REPORT 

One of the most important legislative issues facing the 
California Senate and Assembly is improvement of the 
State’s anti-obscenity statutes. 

The present California laws on this subject are so 
weak that it is virtually impossible to obtain a con¬ 
viction for distribution of obscene matter. 

Anti-obscenity bills introduced in the Assembly are 
heard by the Committee on Criminal Procedures. This 
year, bills designed to improve California's control of 
filth were introduced by Assemblymen Burt M. Henson 
(D-Ventura), Howard J. Thelin (R-Glendale), Charles 
E. Chapel (R-Redondo Beach), and E. Richard Barnes 
(R-San Diego). 

Unfortunately, the Criminal Procedures Committee 
has not looked with favor on most of these bills. In a 
hearing earlier this month, the committee killed the 
Henson and Thelin bills. Later they followed suit by 
killing the two Chapel measures. 

The only anti-obscenity bills still alive are those of 
Assemblyman Barnes. They will be heard by the com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday, May 21, at 1:30 P.M. It is important 
that a maximum of support be generated for these bills, 
A.B. 2151 and A.B. 2152. 

A.B. 2151 declares that the Legislature-has not pre¬ 
empted the field of obscene matter, and counties and 
cities may adopt ordinances supplementing State statutes. 

A.B. 2152 redefines “obscene" to omit the words “and 
is matter which is utterly without redeeming social 
importance"; redefines “knowingly”; provides that pos¬ 
session of six or more copies of obscene matter is pre¬ 
sumptive evidence that such copies are possessed with 
an intent to distribute; provides for special verdicts by 
the courts in obscenity cases; and provides a procedure 
whereby local officials and/or the Attorney General may 
bring actions to halt the distribution of obscene matter. 

April 26 was the final day for the general introduction 
of bills, and two important measures were introduced 
on that date. 

One of these, A.B. 3026 by Assemblyman Barnes, 
would permit religious groups to use school buildings 
upon the approval of local boards of education when 
such use would not conflict with the educational program. 
This is a right which, under Supreme Court ruling, is 
held by the Communist Party, but which is not held 
by church groups. 

The other bill, A.B. 2939 by Assemblyman Robert 
Bad ham (R-Costa Mesa), prohibits teaching in public 
schools as factual academic subject matter any theory 
opposed to recognized sectarian doctrine. This bill would 
extend to Christian children equal rights and privileges 
now held, under court ruling, by atheists and agnostics.

If we were to see this country from a great height, about twenty- 
years before the opening of the American Revolution, we would fin 
thin line of settlements running along the Atlantic seaboard begim 
about at Augusta, Me., where Fort Weston stood, all the way down 
coast and into Georgia.

As one advanced thr> 
the settlements along the seacoast and beyond tidewater, there one w 
find in the long, narrow, trough-lile valleys of the Alleghanies, run 
from north to south, a disheveled fringe of settlements. The people 
mainly of Scotch-Irish origin, who had passed through the towns O' 
tidewater settlements and carved out homes in a virgin wilderness. 

When a settler entered one of these narrow valleys he first fellei 
great trees of the virgin forest, built his low-browed log hut, and s 
his grain among the stumps of the fallen monarch*. There, with his fa 
usually miles from his nearest neighbor, he lived a life of appalling l< 
ness. He had no one to depend on but himself. He raised his own 
hunted his own meat, made his own clothes, and worked from da\ 
dark just to keep himself and family alive. On all sides rose the dar 
mysterious forest like a palisade. It was an area of perpetual tw 
danger and mystery.

Two other important bills will be heard by\._.nmittees 
this month. A.B. 2526, authored by Assemblyman 
William E. Dannemeyer (D-Fullerton) at the request of 
FI-PO is tentatively scheduled for hearing before the 
Rules Committee, Tuesday, May 21. This bill would 
require lobbyists to register their past and present 
Communist affiliations, if any. 

A.B. 2236, by Assemblyman Barnes, will be heard 
by the Committee on Governmental Efficiency and 
Economy, Wednesday, May 15, 1:30 P.M. This bill 
requires sellers of products produced in Communist 
countries to obtain a license, display a sign indicating 
that such goods are sold, and to indicate in any advertis¬ 
ing of such products that they are produced in a 
Communist country. 

FLASH! S.B. 1613, by Senator George Miller Jr., 
Democrat, 17th District Contra Costa County, deals 
with the vital Loyalty Oath question.

On every side lurked danger in its most horrible form. No one knew 
when the uncertain peace with the Indian tribes would be broken. Without 
the slightest warning the raids would start, cabins go up in flames, women 
and children butchered without discrimination or carried away in captivity. 
It is only by reading the detail of blood as set down in the untutored 
words of those who saw and felt it can we have even a faint understanding 
of the terror which haunted their lives—the mortal fear of women and 
children, waking and sleeping, in the solitude and loneliness of their wild- 
i erness homes. Theodore Roosevelt in his "Winning of the West" stated 
J that it was impossible for anyone to live any length of time on the frontier 
without having lost close relations in the never-ending Indian Wars, 
t After the defeat of Braddock outside of where Pittsburgh now stands 

' the frontier was aflame. The sufferings of the people fleeing to the forts 
' at Bedford and Carlyle is indescribable. Washington saw it and was a part 
of it. He was so overcome that he wrote in a letter to his brother Law¬ 
rence the following words: "The supplicating tears of the women and 
moving petitions of the men melt me into such deadly sorrow that I 
solemnly declare, if I know my own mind, I could offer myself a willing 
sacrifice to the butchering enemy, provided that would contribute to the 
people's ease." 

Why. we ask, would any people undergo such suffering and hardships. 
The answer is because of a consuming passion for liberty. They loved it 
and were willing to pay its price in blood and toil and sweat and tears. It

; liberty meant and were willing to pay its price—and they knew that part 
of that price was eternal vigilance. 

We should never forget that in their veins ran the blood of men who 
wrung the Magna Carta from Prince John at Runnymede. In their veins 
ran the blood of men who fought with Oliver Cromwell in England for 
civil liberty. In their veins ran the blood of men who stood behind John 
Knox in Scotland. In their veins ran the blood of men who rallied behind 
Martin Lather when be nailed his ninety-five theses to the door of the 
church at Wittenberg. In their veins ran the blood of men who had fled to 
this country from France at the revocation of the Edict of Nantes. In 
their veins ran the blood of men who under William of Orange and 
Maurice threw off the Spanish yoke in Holland. 

With such a background, they knew the value as well as the price 
that people must pay for liberty. As these people gradually moved west¬ 
ward, they marked their love of liberty in the very names of the towns and 
villages they founded—Liberty, Freedom, Independence. Freedom Cross¬ 
ing, Liberty Corners. When we look back across the years and realize 
what these people felt and did, there is no American who cannot say with 
a deep sense of pride, ‘Yea, I have a goodly heritage." 

Today the world is in a state of change and flux. It is quite evident 
that civilization is balanced on the thin knife-edge of possible destruc¬ 
tion. We, too, live in perilous times and our nation and the world is in 
grave danger. Of that, there can be no question. But, grave as the 
dangers may be that threaten us from with oat, they are minor compared to 


those that threaten us from « *»:—Apathy! Indifference! Complacency! 

These are the great American crimes. I do not underestimate the dangers 
from without, but I am convinced that no power from without can beat us 
But we can beat ourselves.

protest as a normal part of our life. 

I am afraid of Americans who are apathetic to the tender loving car 
with which, so it seems, the red, the pink, the traitor and other subversiv 
elements are treated by our courts, from the Supreme Court down. 

I am afraid of Americans who have become so hardened to all typi 
of crime, including murder, that the chief offense is no longer the crimin. 
act itself but in having been found out. 

I am afraid of Americans who are indifferent to the use of the ballot 
who don't vote on Election Day on the theory that one vote more or le 
won't count. Yet by one vote Edward Everett was elected Governor 
Massachusetts. By the late returns from a few districts in Coney Islar 
New York State went Democratic and Grover Cleveland became Preside 
of the United States. In this room today there are many who can ret 
the election eve when Charles Evans Hughes went to bed thinking—w 
everyone else—that he had been elected President of the United Stat 
Then, in the small hours of the morning, the late returns rolled in fr 
Humboldt County in northern California. California went Democratic : 
Woodrow Wilson was President of the United States.

No nation in history has survived if it has turned its back on the m 
and spiritual values responsible for whatever of greatness to which it i 
have attained. We would do well to remember this basic historical fact

heritage than the American people. We woold do well to return to 
ancient landmarks of oar heritage that are important, the things that 
permanent and the things that are real, before it is too late.

Value of existing oath cited 

EDITOR’S NOTE: Stale Senator George Miller Jr., Democrat, 
nth District, Contra Costa County, introduced Senate Bill 1613 
April 36, 1963. This bill has been referred to COMMITTEE ON 
Governmental Efficiency, and would, if adopted, amend 
and repeal certain sections of the government code in such a way 
as to restrict the loyalty oath to the affirmative portion only, and 
remove the so-called negative portion which relates to whether a 
person advocates the over-throw of the government of the United 
States or this Stale, and whether or not the individual taking 
said oath has been a member of any party or organisation that 
advocates such over-throw within five years preceding the taking 
of such oath. 

Due to the vital importance of maintaining the loyalty oath that 
is now required under Article XX, Section 3 of the Constitution 
of California, FI-PO asked Mr. J. C. Chambers, an outstanding 
member of the Los Angeles Board of Education to use his vast 
knowledge and background in this field by authoring the following 
article for your Newsletter. 

The Loyalty Oath currently in use as provided for 
under the Dilworth Act is a vital, important defense 
against mass subversive penetration of our educational 
system, as well as all other forms of public service. 

The Loyalty Oath requirement is all too frequently 
challenged by good citizens with the best of intentions 
who fail to understand the strategy behind the constant 
campaign carried on against the Loyalty Oath by the 
Communist apparatus. The average uninformed patriotic 
citizen sees no essential difference between the Loyalty 
Oath and the Oath of Allegiance and therefore is easily 
persuaded that the Loyalty Oath has little or no value 
and may even be an imposition. 

The active Communist sees a vast difference between 
the two oaths. Believing in and working for a Communist 
world in which our country is merely an undigested 
satellite, he has no objection whatever to the Oath of 
Allegiance . . . nor would he object to any form of 
affirmative oath. 

He is however, violently opposed to the Loyalty Oath 
or any form of negative oaths. 

If he is one of those expendables he may flatly refuse 
to take a loyalty oath. and thereby demonstrate his 
strength as a good Communist. 

If he is not expendable and either through Party orders 
or personal initiative takes the Loyalty Oath to secure a 
strategic position, he runs the constant risk of being 
discovered; and when discovered usually resigns promptly 
rather than undergo publicity. 

Our own Los Angeles City Board of Education has in 
the last four years been able to quietly eliminate many 
teachers who still would be in the class room had we not 
had the protection of the Dilworth Act. 

We must be constantly alert to legislation which would 
either eliminate the Loyalty Oath or substitute weaker 
measures or affirmative rules.

Critics of the United Nations, 
we know from our own experi¬ 
ence. are frequently told that 
they overlook all the "good 
things" the U.N. is doing. 

Currently in the news are two 
closely related examples of 
things the United Nations is 
doing, and we leave it to our 
readers to decide how good 
these projects are. 

The United Nations Special 
Fund which gets 40 per aent of 
its money from the United 
States, is setting up a $3 mil¬ 
lion agricultural program in 
Cuba, a Communist puppet state 
whose’’ leadership has avowed 
hostility to the United States. 

The United Nations Educa¬ 
tional Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO) has 
published a pamphlet written by 
two Russians which denounces 
colonialist oppression and 
refers' to the Soviet Union as 
a "brotherhoodof freeandequal 
peoples." This U.N. agency is 
30 per cent financed by the 
United States. 

Two cases do not present 
the entire picture, of course, 
but these are typical examples. 
Other U.N. programs would 
subjugate U.S. sovereignty to 
international control, put 
schools and educational pro¬ 
grams under an international 


agency and strip away many ba¬ 
sic prerogatives of this country. 

The United Nations isn’t sup¬ 
posed to take sides, but the 
Special Fund project in Cuba 
and the UNESCO booklet or 
"Equality of Rights Betweer 
Races and Nationalities in the 
U.S.S.R." are pro-Communisi 
propaganda. 

In Cuba, the U.N. project no 
only gives aid to an enemy coun 
try, but it is designed to prove 
the superiority of collectivize! 
agriculture. Obviously, no ex 
ponents of free-enterpriS' 
agriculture will be permitted i 
a Communist state. 

The Special Fund’sassuranc 
that no U.S. money or materia! 
would be used for the Cuban pro 
ject is preposterous.

One man shuttles across 
the United States planting 
Communist Party cells in 
the nation's strategic indu¬ 
stries.

His name is Irving Po¬ 
tash and it can be revealed 
that he is the American 
Communist Party's labor 
chief. He is paid by the 
Communists. He spends 
most of his time directing 
Communist efforts to infil¬ 
trate U.S. basic industries. 

When he la not in 
Communist Party head¬ 
quarters on Manhattan's 
West Side, he is in one of 
the land's industrial con¬ 
centrations. 

Within the past month 
he has been to Detroit and 
Chicago.

which would respond in¬ 
stantaneously to Commu¬ 
nist direction. 

Ye*, Irving Potash Is in 
this nation illegally.

This saga starts in 1949 
when he went to trial 
under the Smith Act. 
Until then he had been 
vice president of the Inter¬ 
national Fur and Leather 
Workeis 1'nion—then a 
heavily infiltrated organi¬ 
zation. He was a power far 
beyond this union, for he 
was one of the charter 
members of the American 
Communist Party.

tration of CIO unions, 
leadership of the secret 
Communist caucus inside 
the old CIO. 

In 1951. Potash and 10 
other members of the 
Communist high com¬ 
mand were jailed and 
fined. On release. Potash, 
a Russian native, was 
brought before the Immi¬ 



gration and Naturalization 
Service. He was ordered 
deported. He left on the 
SS Saxonia on March 4, 
1955. 

Once behind the Iron 
Curtain, he held a series of 
meetings and briefings 
with his superiors. He set 
up residence in Warsaw. 
Then he went to Prague 
a'nd to Moscow and finally 
to Communist China. 

Wherever he traveled 
he met with the highest 
authorities. He knew 
American labor and what 
he knew he imparted as a 
disciplined Communist 

Suddenly he disap¬ 
peared. When next seen 
he was sitting in the Alps 
Restaurant 74 Pondfield 
Road. Bronxville—a fash¬ 
ionable New York suburb. 

Two special agents of 
the FBI recognized him as 
the man who some years 
ago had voluntarily ac¬ 
cepted deportation—that 
is. he had not challenged 
t he deportation order. 
They brought Pniash in. 
That was on the ni^ht of 
Jan. 4, 1957. 

Soon he was before the 
Immigration Service 
again. He was given the 


full benefit of our laws. 
When questioned, he 
stood mute. Then he was 
tried for illegal entry. He 
was sentenced to two 
years in the Atlanta Pe¬ 
nitentiary and fined $1,- 
000 . 

He left the Atlanta 
prison on Aug. 26, 1958. 
Then there was little this 
government could do. Po¬ 
tash was free—and is free 
because he can't be de¬ 
ported. The anti-Commu- 
nist lands won't have 
him. And the Communist 
nations, of course, want 
him here. 

k 

He is merely required to 
report to the New York 
Immigration and Naturali¬ 
zation Service four times a 
year—a short subway trip 
from his home and party 
office. He is free to travel 
the land. There is only one 
slight restriction. If he 
plans to be away from 
New York City for more 
than 48 hours, he must 
write the service. 

Thus, once again, he 
directs the Communist 
Party's national, labor ac¬ 
tion section. Once more he 
is in the party's high 
command. He travels free¬ 
ly to see his contacts—or 
to set them up. 

He appears to be amply 
supplied with funds. It 
takes money to fly in and 
out of Detroit, a city with 
which he appears to be 
particularly fascinated. 

★ 

The other day the Jus¬ 
tice Department asked the 
Subversive Activities Con¬ 
trol Board to order Potash 
to register with the 
government as a member 
of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. But it will be years 
before he exhausts his 
rights in our courts. 

It would be fascinating 
to see what Potash's com¬ 
rades In Moscow would do 
if we openly planted a 
labor organizer in the 
Soviets.

BOOKSTORE BURNING BLAMED ON FAh RI GHT.Accusations Backfire With Owner's Arrest. 

Robert Klonsky recently charged, through the news media, that the burning of his bookstore 
was a product of an atmosphere created by the "right wing extremists". This atmosphere, 
according to Klonsky, also led to the bombing of the Americans Association for the United 
Nations. Now Robert Klonsky can be described as many things, but certainly not a "right 
winger", "conservative", or even a "middle-of-the-roader". It is interesting to note that 
his bookstore partner. Attorney Ben Margolis, has been described as many things, excluding 
being a "right winger", of course. 

Klonsky is described in a report (available in the FI-PO library) by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities as far back as 1959 as a former organizational secretary of the Communist 
Party in Eastern Philadelphia and Delaware, and as regularly attending the Southern California 
District Council of the Communist Party. According to this same report, Klonsky, while appear 
ing before the House Committee on Un-American Activities, invoked the Fifth Amendment in re¬ 
sponse to questions concerning communist party membership and activities. You will find much 
more on Robert Klonsky in the library. 


While we're at it let us look at Ben Margolis. On February lb, 1959* the HCUA, on Page 53 of 
their report on "Communist Legal Subversion", reports: "The following former communist ap¬ 
peared before this committee and identified Ben Margolis as a member of the Communist Party. . 
Margolis also told the Los Angeles Times (9-29-52), when he was subpoenaed before the HCUA 
that, "I'll fry in hell before they (Congress) get any information out of my clients". 


What is all this leading to? Well, on May 23, 1963 in Division 63 of the Los Angeles Municip 
Court, Klonsky was held to answer on two felony counts - burning insured property with intent 
to defraud, and burning a building not used as a dwelling. Klonsky is now pondering his rate 
and is out of jail on $2,500 bail. This all leads us to vonder who is burning what and who 
is bombing who.

CAPITOL REPORT 

Now that the legislative session has drawn to a close, it is quite revealing, and sometimes 
confusing, to look over the record established by the Criminal Procedure Committee of the 
California Assembly. This committee certainly did not distinguish itself by supporting law 
enforcement and, you will recall, saw its chairman, Gordon Winton (D-Merced), threaten to 
oust Los Angeles Chief of Police William II. Parker when Parker appeared before that body in 
support of legislation designed to strengthen the laws dealing with persons who engage in 
lewd and dissolute conduct. A week earlier, this same committee, by majority vote, threw 
AB 2152 (anti pornography) by Asseablynaa Barnes, into a 2 year interim study. They also 
killed AB 2526 by Assemblyman Dannemeyer, designed to require lobbyists to register their 
communist affiliations, if any, and at the same time they killed AB 1985 with reference to tl 
use of public buildings by subversive organizations.

U.T.; "Lift Every Voice", currently in its fifth printing by Oak Publications, 
lew York; "The People's Bong Book”, in its sixth printing by Oak Publications. 
Mr. Seeger is also a contributor to "folk Music, U.S.A.* published in 1962 by 
the Citadel Press, 222 Park Avenue, 8 outh, lev York 3, I.Y., and "American 
Folk Songs of Protest" by John Oreenway.

Years of Debate 
Ahead on Prayer 

The U.S. Supreme Court, with Justice Stewart 
as the lone dissenter, has ruled that recitation of 
the Lord’s Prayer In public schools—even in classes 
that allow individuals to absent themselves from a 
devotional period—is unconstitutional. 


Well, that presumably set¬ 
tles it, for this particular 
generation of Supreme 
Court justices at least. But, 
In the perhaps not so dis¬ 
tant future, it Is quite pos¬ 
sible that the issue will be 
revived by parents who con¬ 
sider that their children are 
being denied the protection 
of the Ninth and Tenth 
Amendments to the Consti¬ 
tution, which originally put 
determination of the con¬ 
tent of education among the 
rights reserved to the sep¬ 
arate states, or to the citi¬ 
zens thereof. 

Live Issue 

The issue will never die 
for the simple reason that 
the First Amendment, 
which says that "Congress 
shall pass no law respecting 
an establishment of re¬ 
ligion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof,” Is 
completely silent on the 
subject of voluntary prayers 
in public schools supported 
by the various state and mu¬ 
nicipal governments. 

Moreover, there is abun¬ 
dant evidence that Thomas 
Jefferson, who was the mov¬ 
ing spirit behind the adop¬ 
tion of the First Amend¬ 
ment, had no discernible 
Intention of telling local 
communities whether they 
Should or should not permit 
prayers or religious instruc¬ 
tion in their schools. 

A professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Dubuque Theo¬ 
logical Seminary, Robert 
M. Healey, recently combed 
over the writings of Thom¬ 
as Jefferson on the sub¬ 
ject of religion In public 
education for his PhD. 
dissertation. He struck pay 
dirt in Jefferson’s proposals 
for bunding a tax-sup¬ 
ported system of grammar 
school and college educa¬ 
tion for the state of Vlr- 

irlnla 


Jefferson, before there 
was any university of Vir¬ 
ginia In his home town of 
Charlottesville, hoped to 
bring the college of Wil¬ 
liam and Mary under state 
control. Abhorring a doc¬ 
trinaire approach to reli¬ 
gion, he regarded the exist¬ 
ing professorships of divin¬ 
ity at William and Mary as 
expendable, but' at the 
same time he advocated 
that the college send mis 
sionarles to the Indian 
tribes to "Instruct them In 
the principles of Christian¬ 
ity.” 

States’ Rights 

Thus Jefferson indicated 
that he believed the states, 
and the educators in the 
states, should retain the 
power and the right to use 
public funds to teach a 
broadly conceived religion 
as they chose to whom they 
chose. What he was con¬ 
cerned with was keeping a 
single sect from imposing a 
theology on students. 

When Jefferson outlined 
a curriculum for the Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia, he In¬ 
cluded a provision for a 
“professor of ethics” who 
would be entrusted with 
presenting “the proofs of 
the being of a Qod, the 
creator, preserver, and su¬ 
preme ruler of the universe, 
the author of all the rela¬ 
tions of morality, and of 
the laws and obligations 
these Infer.” 

This Is further evidence 
that Jefferson did not in¬ 
terpret the First Amend¬ 
ment to outlaw the teach¬ 
ing of religion In schools 
supported by public funds. 
Since the “Father of the 
Constitution,'* James Madi¬ 
son, who conferred with 
Jefferson frequently, was 

rvitiri»mM with 


getting Jeff yn's views ac¬ 
cepted wht. 'the Bill of 
Rights was being ' formu¬ 
lated, It Is a reasonable 
presumption that the men 
who wrote the First Amend¬ 
ment meant only what they 
explicitly said when they 
prohibited Congress from 
passing a Federal law to 
"establish” a religion. 

How the voluntary recita¬ 
tion of the Lord’s Prayer In 
state and city schools can 
be equated with the estab¬ 
lishment of an official 
church by congressional act 
Is a semantic mystery. 

The truth, as Professor 
Healey explains It after a 
prolonged immersion In Jef¬ 
ferson’s writings, Is that 
Jefferson regarded moral¬ 
ity and religion as insep¬ 
arable. “True religion,” so 
Jefferson wrote to John 
Adams in 1817, “Is morality 
... the sublime doctrines 
of philanthroplsm and 
deism taught us by Jesus 
of Nazareth, in which we 
all agree, constitute one re¬ 
ligion." 


Carrying on from such 
precepts, Jefferson advo¬ 
cated developing the moral 
sense to school. If he 
equated the moral sense 
with the religious sense, 
and If he believed that 
Jesus' "doctrines of {Allan- 
throplsm” were a matter of 
common acceptance, he 
could hardly have been 
against the voluntary school 
recitation of a prayer which 
refers to a nondenomtoa- 
tlonal Father to a non- 
denomination al heaven and 
which asks only that we be 
given our dally bread while 
we are being forgiven our 
trespasses and protected 
from evlL 

The Supreme Court has 
interpreted the First 
Amendment to the light of 
Its own thought. It has not 
really tried to discover what 
the founding fathers bad 
in mind when they wrote it

On September 23, 1963 , Edward E. Heavey, prominent San Francisco lawyer and Library Com¬ 
missioner, will introduce, for the seventh successive time before the Conference of the 
State Bar Delegates meeting at the Fairmont Hotel in San Francisco, a resolution calling 
for disbarment of communist lawyers. 

Reports Cited 

A report by the House Committee on Un-American Activities dated February 16, 1959, (four 
years ago), lists 23 (twenty three) California lawyers by name and locality as members of 
the communist party. To date, the State Bar of California, while busying itself with many 
other matters has not yet brought in one of the 23 communist lawyers to inquire into his 
or her fitness to hold a license to practice law in the State. Heavey's resolution has 
each year been overwhelmingly defeated by this august body and the official position of 
the Bar is reflected in the following statement by their president, William P. Gray; "Unless 
or until a person is prepared to point to some proof or some persuasive evidence of present 
disloyalty on the part of a California lawyer, let us hear no more from him about communists 
in the State Bar." (L.A. Times, March 1, 1963 ) 

Mr. Gray, we believe, should read the aforementioned government report and then decide 
whether evidence, carryin- a vintage of four years, is valid and persuasive. If he truly 
believes new and latent evidence is needed, he should seek a brand new 1963 investigation.

Today , the world's largest serious theological news magazine. At a cost of $20,000, the 
Opinion Research Corporation conducted a survey on this subject, according to the October 1( 
i 960 issue. In a two page article, it concluded; "of these, (ministers surveyed), pollsters 
found 2$ of the ministers as communists, 1Q$ as socialists, and 15 $ as fellow-travelers in 
their economic outlook, these being predominately liberal and neo-orthodox in theological 
stance". 

Ponder this closely . . . suppose there are 300,000 ministers in the U.S.A. today, and this 
is not far off. This would mean a total of 6,000 communists; 30,000 socialists; and 1*5,000 
fellow-travelers. That would make a total of 81,000 ministers with a decided Marxist sym¬ 
pathy. Remember this is a scientific survey . . . ministers wield a strategic influence in 
the United States.

“Sen. Keating was quoted 
by the news- media as al¬ 
legedly saying: ‘What I fear 
is that such an investiga¬ 
tion would stimulate the 
writing of new folk music 
making fun of congres¬ 
sional investigations. This 
is how devious the Commu¬ 
nists reallv are.'

Will TOMORROW Ever Come?

If all Americans fully understood the 
nature, intentions, capabilities and prog¬ 
ress of the Communist Conspiracy; and if 
they recognized and truly appreciated the

TO ALL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICIALS: 

It is an incontestable fact that our country, the symbol of the free world, is the 
ultimate, priceless goal of international communism. The leaders of international communism 
have vowed to achieve world domination. This cannot be until the Red flag is flown over the 
United States. 

If, for a moment, the grandiose Red plan is scoffed at as being fantastic, consider 
that one-fourth of the land surface of the world and one-third of the peoples of the earth are 
now controlled by the world-wide communist bloc. 

Certainly, the communist gains throughout the world are evidence enough that 
America, if it lowers its guard, may be someday an easy target for the Red threat. The 
communist plan is to conquer the United States, if not today, then' tomorrow; if not tomorrow, 
then the next day, next month, next year—there is no timetable, no "Five-Year Plan." This 
is evident in the machinations of the Communist Party, USA, as shown by the analysis of its 
17th National Convention published in this Bulletin.

It is indeed appalling that some members of our society continue to deplore and 
criticize those who stress the communist danger. What these misguided "authorities" fail to 
realize is that the Communist Party, USA, is an integral part of international communism. As 
the world-wide menace becomes more powerful, the various Communist Parties assume a more 
dangerous and sinister role in the countries in which they are entrenched. Public indifference 
to this threat is tantamount to national suicide.

On January 25, 1965, AB 529 was introduced by Assemblymen Dannemeyer and Allen, and 
referred to the Committee on Rules. It would as amended, require a person registering as a 
legislative advocate to take the same loyalty oath taken by Assemblymen, and to state 
whether, to his knowledge, his employer has been declared or found to be operating under 
the domination of a subversive organization, including the Communist Party, by a congression¬ 
al or legislative committee, or the Federal Subversive Activities Control Board. Authorizes 
inclusion of explanatory matter. 

AB 529 was introduced at the request of the Firs and Police Research Association of Los 
Angeles. 

The 1962 American Legion, Department of California Convention passed Resolution 62-624-17 
"Commendation of the Fire and Police Research Association of Los Angelest "...commends 
the Fire and Police Research Association of Los Angeles for assisting the American Legion 
and other patriotic organizations in the unrelenting drive to expose subversion on all 
fronts." 

The 1964 American Legion Department of California Convention passed 64-661, "COMMENDATION OF 
FIRE AND POLICE RESEARCH ASSOCIATION* 

"Whereas, the Fire and Police Research Association of Los Angeles, with one of the most 
complete files on the West Coast, composed of off-duty policemen, fireman and their as¬ 
sociates who volunteer their services in the field of research regarding counter subversive 
activities, and 

"Whereas, Freedom of the people of the United States is in danger of being destroyed by 
those interested in the socialist, communist cause, and 

"Whereas, It is of the utmost importance that this work be carried forward, 

"NOW, Therefore Be It Resolved, that the Department of California American Legion com¬ 
mend the Fire and Police Research Association of Los Angeles for the outstanding job it is 
performing in assisting the American Legion, other patriotic organizations, and public 
officials in an unrelenting directive to expose subversion on all fronts. 

On 3-13-65, the PE0PLE*S WORLD attacked AB 529 and FI-PO. 

On 3-23-65 Assemblyman Jerome R. Waldia attacked FI-PO on the floor of the Assembly, and 
has continued the attack through the Rules Committee and the press, demanding that the 
District Attorney investigate FI-PO. He also aemands FI-PO give him its membership list 
and its contributors. His attack in the Assembly was made after a Rules Committee hearing 
on AB 529. The L.A. Times carried a story of this attack for three days.

A SUPER HAZARD 

We are told by the "super 
patriots'* of the extreme right 
that we are in immediate dan¬ 
ger of a Communist take-over; 
•hat nur government has been 
•d:lirated and can't be trusted; 
•tut we need secret patriotic 
gt ups and private 
protect us from this menace. 

On the other hand the FBI 
states that Communism in the 
United Slates passed its peak 
many years ago; that Commun¬ 
ists number less than 10,000 in 
our nation of 190,000,000; that 
the FBI has identified all 
Communists in this country: 
and that internal Communism 
presents no threat which can¬ 
not be handled by existing 
agencies of government. 

I choose to take the word of 
the FBI over those who have 
so little faith in our govern¬ 
ment; over those who use anti¬ 
communism as a shield to hide 
other purposes: over those who 
wave our flag while shouting 
epithets of hate against Ameri¬ 
can institutions. 

There are many of us who 
resent seeing our flag fly above 
a Nazi arm band, or by similar 
groups without uniforms while 
they vilify the American gov¬ 
ernment and American institu- 
l ions.

Assemblyman Waldis, a member of the Rules 
Committee and Majority Floor Leader, for some 
reason of his own, threw up a "amokb screen", 
diverting attention from AB 529 to an entire¬ 
ly different bill - a bill that this organi¬ 
zation has had nothing to do with. It now 
appears that his effort is failing and through 
various other publications and organizations, 
including the American Legion, there is grow¬ 
ing interest not only in the bill, but in 
those who oppose it. 

Waldie's feeling on the matter may best be 
seen in his answer to one of the many people 
writing to support the bill. He writes of in¬ 
formation in an "..Un-American Activities Re- 
port of 1944 wherein the ILWU was indicated 
as being Communist dominated." Add.that "... 
There has been no subsequent indication LthAt 
this organization is communist dominated." 

You will note that he completely ignores the 
MMSU and fails to mention the many government 
citations through the years, up to and includ¬ 
ing 1964, in which both organizations are 
identified as communist controlled or domin¬ 
ated; Communist geared or infiltrated. 

For example, the 1964 Senate Report to the 
Committee on the Judiciary on Use of Tax-Ex¬ 
empt funds for Subversive Purposes. "...The 
series of hearings conducted by the subcom¬ 
mittee have proven that unbridled use of tax- 
exempt moneys by such unions as the Mine-Mill, 
ILWU and UE^ characterized as Communist infil¬ 
trated or Communist geared, represents an 
erosion of democracy in our labor organizations 
while pointing the way to recruitment of po¬ 
tential Communists." 

Ths bill's next hearing has not been set, 
but will probably come up some time in May.

STATE BOARD Of EDUCATION 


Gerald Kennedy, Methodist Bishop of Los 
Angeles found himself th6 center of another 
controversy May 21 when the Senate Rules Com¬ 
mittee delayed approval of his appointment 
for another term on the Board of Education. 
The action followed Committee Chairman Senator 
Hugh Burns reading a memo based on information 
gathered by the Senate fact finding Sub-Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities. The memo 
declared that the 57 year old Kennedy had at¬ 
tacked the Legislature and legislative process 
in 1952 and 1953. 

The Committee's action took place while con* 
sidering a list of Governor Brown's appoint¬ 
ments to the various State agencies. The only 
appointment not approved was Kennedy's. The 
Committee did agree to call the firey Bishop 
for an interview June 11. 

Kennedy has found immediate support from 
Thomas W. Braden, School Board President, who 
in commenting to the L.A. Times said Kennedy 
"is eminently qualified to serve on the Board 
and I know that he deserves reappointment."

HOW INFLUENTIAL ARE REDS'? 

"The Communist Party today may be smaller in the United States, but it is anard-cor« 
group of fanatics operating a massive and impressive propaganda machine. The danger ana mile 
of Communism cannot be measured solely by shrunken rolls of actual party membership in thi 
country." So declared F.B.I. Chief J. Edgar Hoover in an address to the American Legion. 

Recent history, indeed, is crowded with examples of activists who have used iiiterlockin 
relationships within an array of organizations to conduct highly effective campaigns, includ 
ing campaigns to destroy those who oppose them. 

One of the most recent examples of the techniques used to build support for the "part 
line" is found in Inquisition in Eden, a book by ALVAH BESSIE, one of the convicted "HOLLYWOO 
TEN". A review in The Worker (communist publication) declares: "Alvah Bessie has expedience 
the pleasures that capitalistic society offers to exceptional talent and the punishment: 
metes out for exceptional honesty." This referencs apparently is concerned with tha year Bess: 
served in a federal prison at Texarkana, Texas in 1950, the outgrowth of his refusal, with th 
othars, to testify before the House Committee on Un-American Activities in Washington. 

Asked if they ware Communists, the "Hollywood Ten" declined to answer. They then wei 
cited for Contempt of Congress and sentenced to prison. 

HEDDA HOPPER , the widely syndicated Hollywood columnist, knew the trua story of Bessie' 
activities and didn't hesitate to tell it. "The reason Alvah blew a gasket," she wrote, "we 
my reporting on a recent trip to Spain." 

This led to a scathing attack on Miss Hopper in the Communist People's World of August 1 
1953. She replied in her own column of August 20, "Come now, Alvah, tell us where you wer 
after Hitler and Stalin proceeded to crush little Poland between them. Since your love of li 
arty is so great, those Polish people could have used a little help." 

M’ss Mapper continued to tell of events at that time when the House Committee on UnAmeriCc 
activities was under heavy attack which continues unabated to this day. She described tt 
effort to get AUDIE MURPHY to Join the contingent moving on Washington against the HCUA. 
MURPHY, World War II's most decorated soldier, then only 20 and badly in need of a job, repllec 
that he would see them in hell before he would do anything to sell out his country. 

Such reporting by Miss Hopper has earned the undying enmity of Bessie 4 Friends. Writir 
in the Communist People's World under the pen name of DAVID ORDWAY . Bessie recently reviews 
IRVI'JG SHULMAN 's best-selling Harlow . Bessie seizes that opportunity to call Miss Hopper ' 
reporter of no accuracy or integrity", guilty of "venemous attacks." 

Then, as is to be expected, Bessie goes on in his book to tell of Hollywood personality 
who cooperated with the HCUA, and described them in his book as "immoral, dishonest, and lows 
echelon." 

MORRIE RYSKIND writes a different version of this stormy era in Hollywood's golden histoi 
In his Los Angeles Times column of January 29, 1964, he sayst In the mid=30's, ' the recoi 
shows the (Communist) Party planned a takeover of the movie industry. They halpSd organic 
soma 50 front groups all over Los Angeles, and at one time an FBI friend estimated that aboi 
35^ of all Party funds came from here. 

"In the Writer's Cuild they had seven out of fifteen on the Executive Board ( on which 

served) and at first, since we hadn't recognized ths enemy yet, they beat our brains out . . 

In the Actors' Cuild the boys (infiltrators) throated to run away with the ball until a rugge 
defense unit headed by BOB MONTGOMERY . GEORGE MURPHY and RONNIE REAGAN threw them 'for a rt 
sounding loss." 

The plight of anti-communists in Hollywood of those days has been told by many people 
JOHN WAYNE , presenting a posthumous award to WARD BOND , talked of Bond's loss of numerous jot 
because of his strong anti-communist stand. Wayne, himself a rock-ribbed foe of the Reds ar 

just as outspoken as Bond, said, "Until the Waoon Train series. Ward was only able to g< 

about one-third of the Jobs he once had." 

HEDDA HOPPER told about JACK MOFFITT (Cracker Barrel), who, she said, "had th« guts to g 
up in Washington in 1947 and tell what he knew about Hollywood Communists and has not bet 
able to get a job since." (August 20, 1953.)

Sterling Noel on April 12, 1960 wrote of ADOLPH MENJOU who got practically no jobs after tes 
tifying against the left-wingers; of LEO MC CAREY , a top-flight director who didn't work ft 
years, but when finally hired turned out three hit pictures in a row; of FRED NIBLO, JR., w‘ 
testified against the Reds and was driven out of the business, as was AYN RAND , who became

HERBERT BIBERMAN (another of the 10) worked in 1961 for a Los Angeles construction fir 
but kept his hand in by making Salt of the Earth , a motion picture produced by the WINE . WI 
AND SPELTERS*UNION and starring CLINTON E. JENCKS . a cited Communist. The picture was bann 
in the United States. 

LESTER COLE (also one of the 10) has written for the movies under an assumed name. 

JOHN HOWARD LAWSON was in Europe in 1961 "to write a book", according to his attorne 
A.. L,. WIRIN , Counsel for the American Civil Liberties Union. 

RING LARDNER , JR . says he has made his living in various ways as a writer. 

This brings us to ALVAH BESSIE . Has he fared as well as his associates? The record ind 
cates he worked at the Hungry i, a San Francisco nightclub and has been employed as a writ 
and public relations nan by the INTERNATIONAL LONGSHOREMEN'S AND WAREHOUSEMEN'S UNION . whi 
was kicked out of the AFL-CIC because of Government citations. He also has written f 

fftPNTlCR MAGAZINE and the PEOPLE'S WORLD . 

BESSIE was a guest of honor at the 27th anniversary celebration of the PEOPLE'S WORLD , 
which BETTINA APTHEKER was the principal speaker. BETTINA .was active ‘in the BERKELEY FR 
SPEECH nO'JE'OT and is head of its successor, the FREE STUDENT UNION . She is following in t 
footsteps of her father. HERBERT APTHEKER . Communist theoratician. 

BESSIE 's son, DAN 3ESSIE is also faithfully following in his father's footsteps. He serv 
time for Contempt of Congress. (For the complete story of DAN BESSIE 's activities in you 
movements, see FI-PO NEWS . March 1964.)

Braden himself mas the target of an un¬ 
successful attempt to block his reappointment 
during the 1963 Session, when Braden's own 
Senator, Jack Schrade (R-San Oiego) told the 
Rules Committee that he found Braden "person¬ 
ally obnoxious and objectionable to me." 

AB 529 - LOBBYISTS 

This FI-PO supported bill authored by 
Assemblyman William E. Oannemeyer (O-Fuller- 
ton) and Don Allen (0-L.A.) was defeated by 
majority vote in the Assembly Rules Committee 
Way 20. The bill, designed to require lobby¬ 
ists to take a loyalty oath and require them 
to state under the penalty of perjury whether 
the organization they represent had been cited 
as subversive, including the Communist and 
Nazi Parties (both socialist). 

The defeated bill Found major opposition 
from Assemblyman Jorome Waldie (D-Antioch), 
the ACLU, nine fllill & Smelter Workers, ILWU, 
and the Communist People's World. 

AB 1313 - ANTI -OBSCENITY 


Assemblyman E. Richard Barnes, author of 
this bill and similar unsuccessful legislation 
during the 1963 session, decided on a rare 
parliamentary move to bring AB 1313 out of 
Committee directly to the Assembly Floor. In 
order to accomplish this feat, which is rarely 
successful, 41 votes would have bean necessary. 

Although the bill had 50 co-authors, under v 
pressures brought to bear by Speaker Unruh, 
Majority Floor Leader Waldie, and Minority 
Floor Leader fllonagan, only 21 of the 80 mem¬ 
bers of the Assembly would taka a position. 

The 19-3 vote fell far short, and the leg¬ 
islation appeared to be permanently killed 
for the remainder of this session. 

Two of the "no" votes cast were Jerome R. 
Waldie (D-Antioch) and Robert T. fllonagan, 
(R-Tracy.)

The 13th Annual Report by the Senate Tact- 
rinding Subcommittee on Un-American Activities 
- among other things - charged that deliberate 
direction by Communists and laxity by Univer¬ 
sity of California President Clark Kerr were 
major factors in student demonstrations at 
the University last year. 

The Committee noted "Experienced and dis¬ 
ciplined members of the Communist movement 
(were) deep in the heart" of thB Tree Speech 
Movement. And it said "Many of Kerr's most 
intimate colleagues" during the 1930's and 
1940'8 were "participating in a wi’de variety 
of pro-communist activities."

accept almost any filth in the name of art. 
And that the use of four letter words and 
other obscenities, be it on the campus of our 
universities or in a play, is aimed at dead¬ 
ening our senses and numbing us into a state 
of acceptance of almost anything. 

There is no question that a mass of filth , 
if used over and over again, can serve to en¬ 
dorse and popularize a point of view. And, 
there is no question that an element of Hol¬ 
lywood and the theater are attempting, through 
motion pictures and plays, to bring to 
bear an "anything goes" policy. The tragedy 
is that such trash does attract an audience 
by directly stimulating base emotional re¬ 
sponses of an erotic or violent nature. And 
the extent to which youthful crimes or pas¬ 
sion and violence in the United States maybe 
linked to a steady and continued exposure 
to this type of erotic and violent stimula¬ 
tion, can not be readily dismissed. Shock 
for shock's sake - filth for filth's sake.The 
question is, does America want to move the 
latrine into its living room, or should I say 
"Toilet?" 

But have you forgotten that the Calif. State 
Board of Education from May, 1960 through 
April, 1963, granted and restored licenses 
to teach, to convicted draft dodgers, thieves, 
homosexuals, and other sex offenders? 

Apparently our moral barometer has sunk so 
low that we have developed a tolerance to 
such behavior even among those who teach our 
little children.

But 
I submit that a public reenactment of the 
physical details of Nazi bestiality at Buch¬ 
enwald would be depraving. These are matters 
for testimony in courts of law, but not for 
the stage. 

The ultimate in criticism is silence. And the 
ultimate weapon of the public should be not 
censorship or police judgment - it should be 
the individual refusal to yield to prurient 
curiousity, and to stay away.

In spite of this, PROFESSOR JOSEPH TUSSMAN, an advocate of Communist teachers 
universities, will, see hie proposal for an experimental humanities project replace the regtrot 
program for 150 freshmen at University of California at Berkeley this fall* in spite of the 
protest of two members of?tte Board of Regents. 

Tussman, now UC Philosophy Chairman, said in a speech, April 7, 1954, "Communism has t( 
be given a chance to min the American mind. And the best place to have that done, amonc 
others, is in the colleges and universities." The professor, who went on to urge that Commu¬ 
nists be allowed to teach in the universities, will head this new program. 


Chairman of the Board of Regents, Edward W 
Carter, questioned this new course because o 
the program ( 8 five faculty members 1 support o 
the civil disobedience on the campus last fall 


Also questioning the program was another Re 
gent, Edwin W. Pauley, who said he had bee 
informed that some of these five professor 
were believers in Marxism and disbelievers i 
the capitalistic system. 


M.B. Hannon, suspended Los Angeles Police¬ 
man, a self-proclaimed socialist and member of 
CORE, who is well known for his participation 
in demonstrations where violations of the law, 
(so-called civil disobedience } has brought 
national attention to this community. Through 
a battery of ACLU (Civil Liberties Union) law¬ 
yers headed by A.L. Wirin, Hannon's defense is 
on what they call Hannon's constitutional- 
rights. , 'M:' v ‘ / 

After his Board of Rights hearing,-Hannon 
publicly charged that he had been convicted of 
"heresy"* He was not convicted for his ad¬ 
mitted membership in the Socialist Party and 
CORE| he was not convicted for his political 
beliefs. He was convicted on specific acts of 
activities that went far beyond mere advocacy. 

The Los Angeles Times of July 27, 1965 ed¬ 
itorialized in part "The guidelines as to un¬ 
becoming conduct are difficult to define pre¬ 
cisely in a set of regulations. But surely 
Officer Hannon's overt activities, as describ¬ 
ed by the Board, go beyond the limits of con¬ 
duct expected by the public." (Cont. Page 2. )

The task 
is hot always easy, and any person with a 
superficial knowledge of lam enforcement is 
aware of this fact. No segment of our society 
is more acutely aware of the relationship be¬ 
tween disrespect and deliberate violations of 
the law - which leads to anarchy, than the po¬ 
lice officer, who has been chosen to enforce 
our laws. 


.. Hannon apparently disregards a tradition 
"which is rapidly moving law'enforcament in¬ 
to a professional status. He has raised 
perhaps cunningly, in these unstable times 
all kinds of issues that may well range from 
administrative control of off-duty employ¬ 
ment to the generally accepted right of the 
community to control their police. 


The quasi<4nilitary nature of law enforce¬ 
ment has been challenged. And if the Han¬ 
non concept is upheld, police officers will 
become mere lunch-bucket constables.

Chief Hibbard Backs 56 Hr. Wee' 

"I believe, unreservedly, that the working hours of Los Ai 
geles City Fire Fighters assigned to fire suppression duties shou) 
be reduced to 56 hours,” states Chief Engineer Don T. Hibbei 
in an October 29, 1965, letter addressed to President Willia 
Wheatley. 

Local 748 had asked for the Chief Engineer's attitude oil r 
during the working hours of the LAFD. 

The Chief listed three strong reasons for his position. Tht 

are: 

"1. Research shows that firemen in a preponderant major! i 
of major cities in the United States, work but 56 hou 
a week or less, while we, the only Class I major flrfe d 
partment In the country, work our member* roughly ( 
hours a week. 

2. In the distant past, when fire fighters only “waited” b 
tween fines, their long hours in comparison with the hou 
of other occupations may have been justified; but toda 
with our professional firemen constantly busy with dri) 
ing, studying, pre-fire planning and active field fire pr 
vent ion work, such an extreme lack of w or king hour pa 
ity is certainly not equitable or fair. This is espedal 
true with the Los Angeles City Fire Department 

3. A 56-hour work week would be easier to administer th; 

the present 62 hours. In a three platoon system, with tl 
56 hours being exactly one-third of the total 168 hdu 
In a week, no extra shifts exist to complicate the admir 
stration of work schedules, which almost automatical 
result in a more uniform manning strength." ^ 

Manpower strength assigned to fire fighting companies shou 
not be reduced to accomplish the shor ter hours. 

The Union is once more going to attempt to get a consolid 
tion of effort to obtain a 56-hour work week in Los Angeles. 


DELEGATES VOTE 
PUBLIC EMPLOYE 
COUNCIL SETUP 

Delegates of Los Angeles 
unions representing members 
working for the state, county, 
and city have voted to form a 
special Department of Public 
Employee Unions to give them 
a better voice in their own 
future. 

Meeting at the County Fed¬ 
eration offices, the delegates 
authorized establishment of a 
special committee to immedi¬ 
ately begin drafting a consti¬ 
tution and by-laws for the new 
department. 

The department would be set 
up along the lines of the Union 
Label Council and the County 
COPE, and would operate as 
an official arm of the Loa An¬ 
geles County Federation of 
Labor, AFL-CIO. 

Its goal would be coopera¬ 
tion, coordination and joint ac¬ 
tion on legislation, policies or 
programs of mutual interest to 
public employees.

New Loyalty Oath Battle 


New turmoil has erupted on the Un¬ 
iversity of California, Berkeley campus. 
This time the revolt is aimed at putting 
an end to the California Loyalty 0ath(the 
Levering Act). 

These new protests resulted when 
Charles Aronson, a mathematics instructor 
and Barbara Garson, a part-time clerk-typ 
ist defied the law and refused to sign th 
required oath. 

As a result the University cancelled 
Aronson's class and posted a sign on hi 
locked classroom door. Aronson ignore 
the sign and continued to hold his classes 
using a room available at the time. 

A committee calling itself, "End 
the Oath Defense Fund" has been formed t 
fight the case, and they have strong hope 
of ending the Loyalty Oath.

Fund is John Searls, the vice-chancellor' 
assistant on student affairs.

After wide spread criticism leveled upon hinv Congressman 
Brown defended his participation in this march sponsored by 
SANE. Brown was quoted as saying the Viet Nam Day marchers are 
not the ones who are naive and unrealistic. He listed hard- 
nosed practical decision makers as the ones he blames for plot¬ 
ting and carrying out U. S. policies in Southeast Asia. Brown 
charges that resources and men are being poured into South Viet 
Nam in a futile effort to cover up their (policy makers) mis¬ 
takes.

In his second term of office. Con¬ 
gressman Brown was designated as a "peace" 
candidate during his campaigning for of¬ 
fice. He is a member of the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) and has been an 
avid foe of the House Committee on Un - 
American Activities. During his term as a 
State Assemblyman, he caused quite a furor 
with his proposal favoring the right of 
policemen and firemen to strike. 

Brown made the news recently with 
his attendance at a secret meeting held in 
Santa Barbara at which time the groundwork 
was laid for the organizing of the Na¬ 
tional Liberal Alliance", a group dedicat¬ 
ed to the election of Congressmen who have 
opposed President Johnson's Viet Nam 
policies. 

There have been many strong state¬ 
ments opposing Congressman Brown's position 
on the war in Viet Nam. One such opinion 
was expressed in Mr. Brown's own hometown 
paper. The Monterey Park Californian on

NATION MAGAZINE SOLD 

Nation magazine was recently sold for an 
undisclosed price to James J. Storrow* Jr., 
who heads Trident Films, Inc. 

Storrow stated that he plans no change in 
the editorial policy or in the staff of the 
magazine* which is headed by Carey McWilliams. 

McWilliams recently sparked a mass protest 
over his appearance at Pierce College as a 
speaker on campus. 

McWilliams, along with George C. Kerstein* 
former owner of the Nation , is discussed in 
length in the 1961 Senate Fact-Finding Sub¬ 
committee on UnAmerican Activities report re¬ 
garding the part the Nation plays in the at¬ 
tacks on the FBI. The report covers a special 
issue of the magazine devoting its entire 
2B0 pages to an article entitled "The FBI". 

Quoting from the report* "McWilliams* par¬ 
ticipation in communist front organizations 
and publications* his participation in acti¬ 
vities of the Communist Party itself* and 
testimony concerning him have resulted in 151 
separate references to him." 

The report also tells of Kerstein's wife* 
who is secretary of the "potent communist 
front organization, known as the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee." 

The Nation claims a circulation of 28,231, 
which means its sphere of leftist influence 
is about 2B2,310 (theory of multiple).

"Huelga Strike", "Guerrilla War in Fields" 
and "L.A. Police Arrest, Harass Delano Strike 
Leaders" are only a few of the many headlines 
appearing in the communist press. 

The current issue of Insurgent , the nation¬ 
al magazine of the W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of 
America, has devoted six full pages as wallas 
the front cover to the grape strike. 

While it is not our intention to weigh 
the pros and cons of the grape strike contro¬ 
versy, it is of concern to us when the commu¬ 
nist press devotes so much space to a particu¬ 
lar conflict. 

From the Tocsin publication located in Oak¬ 
land, these interesting aspects of the strike 
are related.

Two self-declared Castro partisans have 
organized the newest strike project, the Farm 
Workers Theater to propagandize the strike 
and raise funds. 

The theater organizers are Luis Miguel Val¬ 
dez and Stefan Uhse, both of whom made clan¬ 
destine visits to Cuba in 1964 among a dele¬ 
gation backed by the Peking-line Communist 
Progressive Labor Movement.(now called Party). 

On return to New York from Havana, Valdez 
was quoted as stating, "I don't think I have 
the honor of being a communist yet. But, I 
tell you, I will bB a revolutionist when I 

get back to California."

For many years Great Britain has been e 
perimsnting with drug control measures whi 
permits addicts to obtain drugs through the 
doctors under government supervision. T 
British believed that drug addiction could 
curbed by taking the profit out of illeg 
dope peddling. 

Arguments for the British approach sound 
convincing. But now a government committ 
appointed to investigate conditions in Bri 
ain reports "a disturbing rise in drug addi 
tion." It recommends restrictions to k( 
drugs out of the hands of new addicts. 

The Committee, composed of eminent phys 
cians and headed by Lord Brain, former h< 
of the Royal College of Physicians, urged tl 
confirmed addicts be treated only at spec: 
centers supervised by the government. It p: 
posed that they be forced to go through • 
agonizing withdrawl period instead of be: 
coddled and supplied with drugs to appe: 
their craving. 

In effect, the British seem to be swing 
over to the accepted American method of tre 
ing drug addicts. This is described as "ki 
ing"the habit "cold turkey". 

Both we and the British have much to le 
about drug addiction cures. But the Brit 
have saved us a costly experiment if they h 
decided that providing heroin and cocaine 
drug addicts doesn't help to cure them of 
habit.

NEW YORK (UPl): The American Communist 
Party has unveiled a new program aimed at 
leading the nation to communism through de¬ 
mocracy. 

The program, entitled "New Program of the 
Communist Party, U.S.A., a Draft", was re¬ 
leased yesterday by Gus Hall, party leader. 

Hall said the draft outlined how the United 
States could be led to communism through 
"peaceful, competitive co-existence (and) ever 
more viable democracy." 

Hall said the party would assume an active 
role in the 1966 elections. 

Specifically, Hall said Herbert Aptheker, 
who recently defied a State Department ban on 
travel to North Viet Nam, was considering 
running for Congress in his home borrough of 
Brooklyn, N.Y. 

The party program urges the unity of all 
leftist organizations in the United States. 

Hall said the draft of the program would 
form the basis of discussion at the national 
convention of the Communist Party in New York

Dear Sirs: 

The letter from I. H. Prinzmetal, National Vice President, American Jewish Con¬ 
gress, criticizing Dr. Wax Rafferty's column of December 29, 1965 presents a challenge 
to orthodox religious leaders and I feel compelled to take exception to the views pre¬ 
sented by Wr. Prinzmetal. 

The issue is not whether or not sectarianism is out of place in thB public schools 
but the issue at hand is whether or not God should be removed from the public schools. 
The problem is more profound; it is of paramount importance and cannot be pushed aside 
by stating that the issue of religious practices "should not be approached by the 
conjuring up of imaginary demands or other straw men." On this very same issue the 
well known Lubavitcher Rabbi of New York, who has a large following in this country, 
emphasized his firm conviction concerning the vital need that the children in the 
public schools should be allowed to begin their day at school with the recitation of 
a non-denominational prayer, thus acknowledging the existence of a Creator and Waster 
of the Universe, and our dependence upon Him. The Rabbi further states, "In my 
opinion, this acknowledgement is absolutely necessary in order to impress upon the 
minds of our growing-up generation that the world in which they live is not a jungle, 
where brute force, cunning and unbridled passion rule supreme, but that it has a 
Waster who is not an abstraction, but a personal God; that this Supreme Being takes a 
'personal interest' in the affairs of each and every individual, and to Him everyone 
is accountable for one's daily conduct." 

In view of the foregoing statement of a great Rabbinical authority, I question 
the authority of Mr. Prinzmetal's opinion that a non-denominational prayer will be a 
watered down version of God "essentially meaningless". It makes a mockery of reli¬ 
gion and actually tends to undermine it." 

It further appears to me that the principle of separation of church and state is 
being misused and serves as a stumbling block in promoting our spiritual and moral 
values. In these days we witness the constant increase of crime and juvenile delin¬ 
quency, which, in my opinion, is largely the result of the present trend to remove 
God from our public places. The intent of our founding fathers was clear that our 
nation be founded on the premise that there is a Supreme Being and it is this belief 
that is being undermined beneath the cloak of separation of church and state. 

While I am in agreement with Mr. Prinzmetal that the separation of church and 
state is a needed provision to protect us from advancing one religion above the other, 
it is also clear that carrying this principle of separation of church and state too 
far will defeat that intent which our founding fathers had in mind. The same applies 
to freedom, you can carry it to such excess that it may destroy the very freedom and 
liberty we enjoy in our country. 

I believe that Dr. Wax Rafferty, as the Superintendent of the public school 
system for the State of California, is deeply concerned about our future generation 
and as ha expressed himself in the December 29, 1965 article, ". . • when our national 
morals are at a record low, whan our crime and juvenile delinquency rates have become 
objects of shuddering horror to the rest of the world, we need more moral and spiritual 
values in our schools, not fewer."

It is becoming more and more apparent that 
New York mayor John V. Lindsay is placing 
politics over sound and efficient law enforce¬ 
ment. His misguided campaign for the estab¬ 
lishment of a police review board is causing 
concern among citizens and police across the 
nation. That concern is well placed when one 
considers the warnings against police rsivew 
boards by such leading law enforcement admin¬ 
istrators as F.B.I. Chief J. Edgar Hoover and 
Los Angeles Chief W. H. Parker. 

Lindsay would do well to find out why the 
International Association of Chiefs of Police, 
the International Conference of Police As¬ 
sociations, League of California Cities, the 
American Legion and a host of other organiza¬ 
tions oppose police review boards. Or for 
that matter, why the A.C.L.U. and a host of 
leftwing organizations including the Communist 
Party want to place the police officer in the 
hands of what has been described as a kangaroo 
Court. 

How does Lindsay, a Republican, rationalize 
his position when the controversial C.D.C- ad¬ 
vocates police review boards while many Repub¬ 
lican organizations across the country are 
opposed? Or one better - Why won't he allow 
the 37 member City Council to vote on the 
issue, claiming "This is an Executive Branch 
matter"? 

Lindsay, if he believes in good law enforce¬ 
ment, would do well to attack the big lie 
technique of police brutality as Los Angeles 
mayor Sam Yorty has - instead of knuckling 
down to questionable political forces.

The OEDC, according to s 
authorities, is eligible for 1 million doll 
in funds over a 3 year period under a F 
grant, and there is a "very good chance" 
obtaining funds from Ford if the money is 
forthcoming from the 0E0.

I would suggest that Congress snact an antisedition law in such format as to render nil e 
irospect of court abridgment of the purpose and intent of the Congress.

Some recent rulings of the Supreme Coui 
abridge rights of the general public, Interim Pi 
lice Chief Thad F. Brown said in an exclusive ii 
terview. 

The High Court goes so far overboard i 
protecting accused lawbreakers, he asserted, th; 
police are required to deny high quality prote 
tion they could otherwise afford while still o 
era ting within proper bounds. 

“The innocent victim is entitled to rights 
the new Chief remarked. “He should be able ' 
know that the police will not be prevented fro 
apprehending a culprit. 

“He should be able to lead his life as 1 
wishes, in security . . . not as prey to. a crimin 
released on a technicality.” 

Handicap to Police 

Brown, who is temporarily filling the v 
cancy left by the death of Chief W. H. P ar ke 
claimed that the decision requiring that a auspc 

be formally ch&iged or released within 48 hoi 
is a particular handicap to law-enforcement 

“It is generally impossible to investigate 
murder in .that time,” he complained. “We : 
forced to release persons who we know, in c 
hearts and minds, are guilty.” 

When sufficient evidence is gathered to mi 
charges stick, he explained, “the suspects are, 
course, long gone.”

Lawyer at Side 

Brown also rapped the judicial ruling that a* 
suspect is entitled to the presence of a lawyer at 
all times during questioning. Many lawyers, he 
claimed, will simply advise that his client decline 
to answer any question put to him. 

“There are now many crimes we are not able 
to solve because we do not have the benefit ol 
conversation,’’ the Chief reported. “We are not 
even able to have a suspect explain where he had 
been." 

Such court decisions, he opined, reflect to¬ 
day’s widespread tendency to {dace the “individ¬ 
ual over society.’' Brown decried this trend, pin¬ 
pointing it as part of a general rebellion against 
application of authority to the individual. This 
rebellion is seen in the popular repudiation of ac¬ 
cepted religious concepts and the rejection of 
parental authority, he remarked. 

Be view Board Possibility 

In addition to court rulings. Brown con¬ 
tinued, another albatross on the officer’s back is 

the threat of police review boards, such as tnase 
proposed by the American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU). 

Brown said that he discussed the matter last 
week with the ACLU’s Southern California Chief 
Counsul, A. L. Wirin. At that time, he related 
the story of a lawyer who was touting creation 
of such boards during an address at the Interna¬ 
tional Chief of Police convention held recently in 
Texas. 

A member of the audience asked the speaker 
if he would similarly favor a group of laymen 
passing judgment on barristers accused of mal¬ 
practice. 

“Absolutely notF’ he replied. “They would 
know nothing about the law.” 

Same Principle Applies 

Brown agreed it makes common sense for 
the lawyers charged with misconduct to be 
judged by lawyers. By the same token, he con¬ 
tended, police should be judged by officials in the 
field of law enforcement. 

Citizens with complaints against an officer 
have redress to the District Attorney’s office. 
City Attorney’s office and the Police Commis¬ 
sion, he noted, adding that charges of civil rights 
violations may also be reported to the FBI. 

J Owing to the high crime rate in the Watts 

; area. Brown commented, Negro citizens are in 
I greater need of police protection, and officers as- 
' signed to the Southwest section need to “concen¬ 
trate more on certain policies. “But, if it is ever 
found that an officer has become over-zealous, 
disciplinary action is taken,” he stressed. 

Brown recalled that Chief Parker had been a 
“strict disciplinarian.*’

In 
1962, Vincent Hallinan was the Presidential 
candidate for tha Progressive Party, which 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
calls "one of tha largest and most successful 
fronts ever created by the Communists." 

Terrence Hallinan is a founder of the 
W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs, cited by FBI Director 
J. Edgar .Hoover as Communist spawned, and 
ordered by the Attorney General to register 
as a Communist front. 

He has also been the director of tha San 
Francisco SCHOOL OF SOCIAL SCIENCE. The school 
is a converted firehouse which is also tha 
headquarters of the YOUTH FOR JOBS, launched 
by Communist Party National Committeeman, 
ROSCOE Q. PROCTOR of Berkeley. (Tocsin) 

The October 13, 1962 PEOPLE'S WORLD listed 
among its faculty, JOHN PITTMAN, Identified 
Communist and former foreign news editor and 
managing editor of the People's World in 
San Francisco; and JAMES FOREST, who was a func¬ 
tionary of the Communist Party of Missouri, 
and SIDNEY COQNTS, who was a member of Ameri¬ 
can Youth for Democracy, which was the suc¬ 
cessor to tha Young Communist League.

HOMER H. BOELTER LITHOGRAP1 
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MYSTERY OF A. L. WIRIN 

Winston Churchill ones characterized the U.S.S.R. as "a riddle 
wrapped in a mystery inside an enigma". This same expression could be 
aptly used in describing A. L, Wirin. also known as Abraham Lincoln 
Wirin, in his long and sometimes brilliant career in connection with his 
controversial activities and with the Southern California Chapter of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 



A. L. WIRIN 


Except for rare instances, the time and tal¬ 
ents of Wirin have been spent in defending 
Communist sympathizers in their various brushes 
with the law and in cases which hamstring 
law enforcement agencies in their efforts to 
put criminals behind bars. 

SomB interesting personal data was brought 
to light on June 17, 1943, when Wirin was 

called as a witness before the Dies Committee 
(Volume 15, "Investigation of Un -American 
Propaganda Activities in the United States"). 
Wirin testified that ha was born in Russia in 
1900, came to the United States in 1908, and 
became a citizen through naturalization of 
his father, Ba rana tt Wirin, in Boston, Mass., 
in 1916 or 1917. He stated further that ha 
was graduated from Harvard College in 1921, 
completed his studies in law in Boston in 
1927, and in the following year was admitted 
to the Bar in California. 

What the Dies Committee didn’t develop, but 
what has now been ascertained, is that Wirin 
was never able to get a certificate of citi¬ 
zenship. There is a record In the U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court, Boston, of the naturalization of 
a Barnet Wirin, and this person claimed to 
have a son named Abraham, born in Russia, 
April 11, 1900 — but there is no proof that 
this son ever entered the U.S. legally. 
this is the same Abraham Wirin who lived in 
Chelsea, Massachusetts, ha dropped out of 
high school November 12, 1917, and would have 
had to have bBen a most unusual student to 
complete high school, to qualify for Harvard, 
and to graduate therefrom 3^ years later. 


Barnett Wirin T sboy, Abraham, never hat 
middle initial “L", let alone the full m: 
name of "Lincoln". This affectation st 
up somewhere along the line, even though 1/ 
has stated that ha has never changed his t 
The late Chief of Police of Los Ant 
William H. Parker, once remarked that ha f 
it difficult to believe that these Ru: 
parents could have had such foresight i 
name their son "Abraham Lincoln" while 1: 
in Russia. 

The Dies Committee developed through Wii 
testimony that Wirin had bean a member of 
law firm of Gallagher, Wirin and Johr 
(According to the March 5, 1934 issue of 
"Daily People's World", the official publ 
tion of the Communist Party on the West Ci 
the firm had been formed in 1934.) ( 
"Gallagher" was LEO GALLAGHER, the Commi 
Party's attorney, who ran for Attorney Ger 
of California in 1938 on the Communist f 
ticket. The "Johnson" was GROVER J0W 
who, when called to testify on October 1, J 
before the House Committee on Un-Americar 
tivities as to whether or not he had 
bean a member of the Communist Party, ref 
to answer the question on the ground thi 
might incriminate himself. Johnson had 
identified as a member of the Communist f 
by MAX SILVER on January 22, 1952, before 
Committee.) ** Although denying any membei 
on his part, Wirin stated, "I havpfr 
among the Communist and I hope I have fr: 
among all other groups."

The Communist "Western Worker", July 24, 
1933, described Wirin as an attorney for the 
INTERNATIONAL LABOR DEFENSE, defending Com¬ 
munist Party members. The 1948 California 
Report on Un-American Activities stated that 
"ThB International Labor Defense has followed 
the Communist Party line and the defense of 
the Soviet Union meticulously," In addition 
to being a member of the legal advisory board 
of the International Labor Defense, Wirin was 
also a national committeeman of the INTERNA¬ 
TIONAL JURIDICAL ASSOCIATION which had an 
interlocking directorate with the Interna¬ 
tional Labor Defense. According to the Spe¬ 
cial Committee on Un-American Activities, 
78th Congress, the International Juridical 
Association had "a substantial nucleus of 
publicly-avowed or provable members of tha 
Communist Party". 

The February 10, 1934 issue of the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union's " OPEN FORUM" 
tells of Wirin's "kidnapping" by irate farmers 
in the Imperial Valley, and the details are 
in Harper Knowles' testimony before the Dies 
Committee (Volume3, "Investigation of Un- 
American Propaganda Activities in the United 
States"). Briefly, Wirin went to Brawley, 
California, on January 23, 1934, to preside 
at a meeting of agricultural workers who were 
meeting to organize the defense of some other 
strikers arrested in a reportedly Communist- 
inspired labor agitation in Imperial Valley. 
To show him he was "persona non grata" and to 
prevent him from attending the meeting, several 
of the local citizenry took Wirin several 
miles out of town by auto and then released 
him to find his way back to town alone and on 
foot. 

This same year, Wirin signed a petition to 
qualify the Communist Party for a place on 
thB ballot in California. (1961 California 
Report on Un-American Activities.) 

Between 1935 and 1937, he left California 
to serve as a senior office attorney for the 
National Labor Relations Board In Washington

On March 5, 1941, the Communist "Daily 

Worker" featured a full-page spread of several 
hundred persons who urged the President and 
the Congress to defend the rights of the Com¬ 
munist Party. Not unexpectedly appears the 
name, A. L. WIRIN.

Wirip was one of thosB signing a telegram of

Three years earlier, on September 6, 193? 
Browder had told a Special House Committf 
that the Lawyers' Guild and the American Civ- 
Liberties Union were both transmission beT 
for communist propaganda and described tran 
mission belts as followsi "Transmission bel 
refer entirely to the Communists* approach 
the problems of reaching the masses. Tran 
mission belts mean having Communists work am 
the masses in the varying organizations..." 
The 1943 and 1948 Reports of the Califor 
Committee on Un-American Activities concur 
that the ACLU was a "transmission belt fcr 
dissemination of Communist propaganda." 

In 1942, Wirin endorsed the "Committee f 
Citizenship Rights Organized to Defend 1 
American Citizenship of WILLIAM SCHNEDIERMAf 
a Californian and one of the most promint 
Communist Party leaders in this country at 
time. In referring to this Schneiderman C 
mittee, the 1948 California Report on 
American Activities stated that "Only stuj 
people or traitors to the United States wo 
lend their names to such a brazen organizatio 

At the formation of the California Commi 
for Radio Freedom, December 28, 1945, Wi 
not only spoke frbm the floor, but his n 
was also suggested as oob to- serve on 
Committee, (1947 Report on Un-American Act: 

He was listed as one of those who "h 
conspicuously followed or appeased some 
the Communist Party line program over a 1 
period of time,,." in the 1949 California 
port on Un-American Activities.) 

The "People's World" of October B, 1? 
stated that Wirin, as counsel for the Amer: 
Civil Liberties Union, was appearing as "fr: 
of the Court" In behalf of the Smith 
defendants. (The Smith Act prohibits the 
ganizing of any group which teaches or at 
cates the forceful overthrow of the govern 

Later, Wirin joined the defense as att 
for two of the defendants* AL RICHMOND, E 
tive Editor of thB People's World, and 
CHERNIN KUSNITZ, Executive Secretary of 
L.A. COMMITTEE FOR THE PROTECTION OF THE F 
BORN, cited as a Communist front organize

On October 25, 1951, thB "People's World" 
indicated that Wirin was also representing 
FRANK SPECTOR in the Smith Act trial. Spector 
was convicted, but freed by a decision of theU.SL 
Supreme Court on June 17, 1957. In 1930 he 
had been arrested under the California State 
criminal syndicalism law, convicted, but re¬ 
leased when the conviction was reversed by the 
higher court, (Wirin again represented Spector 
in this, the first prosecution of the law.) 

Spector was born in Russia, but when ordered 
deported by the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, travel documents for his entry into 
the Soviet Union were unattainable, so Spector 
is allowed to remain in the U.S. as a Communist 
alien. For years, Spector was the manager df 
the Progressive Bookshop, a point of dissemin¬ 
ation of Communist literature in Los Angeles 
County. (See FI-PO News, 1/64) 

As a result of Wirin's activities, the 
"Los Angeles Times" on November 7, 1951, re¬ 
ported that the CIO-UAW local at North Ameri¬ 
can Aviation Company had called on the L,A. 
CIO Council to oust Wirin as the attorney for 
the CIO. According to the Local, Wirings ac¬ 
tivities were drawing increasing criticism of 
many CIO members. 

In 1954, Wirin was again a candidate for 
the executive board of the NATIONAL LAWYERS* 
GUILD. (Los Angeles Daily Journal", 1/13/54.) 
The National Lawyers* Guild had been cited as 
a Communist front organization by the HCUA 
as of 9/21/50, four years BEFORE Wirin was a 
candidate for the executive board. The HCUA 
has also characterized the National Lawyers* 
Guild as "the foremost legal bulwark of the 
Communist Party, its front organizations and 
controlled unions". 

In 1957, Wirin represented LELAND R. WATER** 
WAN before the California Committee on Un-Amer¬ 
ican Activities. Waterman "readily admitted 
his own membership in the Communist Party, 
but steadfastly refused to give any informa¬ 
tion whatever concerning any one else he 
might have known in the movement — even by 
inference. 

Eventually, Wirin succeeded in getting a 
U.S. passport — not because he could finally 
produce evidence of citizenship, but because 
a U.S. District Court ordered the issuance of 
a passport. Here's the chronology of his 
efforts*

Over the years, Wirin applied and reappl 
several times, and filed motions in co 
trying to obtain a passport, but was rafus 
Then, in 1957, while serving as defense cc 
sal for JOHN W. and SYLVIA POWELL in 
Powell-Schuman sedition trial in the L 
District Court in San Francisco, he pravai 
upon the Federal Judge to order the grant 
of a passport so that Wirin could travel 
North Korea and Communist China ^t the sxpe 
of the U.S. taxpayers) in order to obt 
evidence in defense of his clients. 

While In Communist China, Wirin sugges 
that the Chinese Communists form a Pat 
Chapter of the American Civil Liberties Uni 

In August 1957, Wirin was one of the f 
tured speakers at a meeting of the WBTOE 
INTERNATIONAL LEAGUE FOR PEACE AND FREE 
which was analyzed as follows by the 'I 
California Report on Un-American Activity 
"...heavily infiltrated and at one time | 
haps dominated, by the Communist Party." 

The Tenth Report of the California C 
mittBe on Un-American Activities, 1959, 
discussing the L.A. Chapter of the ACLU, i 
eluded its report as follows* "The Los 
aeles Chapter of the American Civil Liber 
Union, by permitting its officers and o' 

cial representatives to participate in Co- 
ist front meetings and propaganda activit

charges of partiality towards the extreme Left 
these criticisms are generated by its own ac¬ 
tivities and it has no one to'blame but itself." 

On June 5, 1961, The U.S. Supreme Court 
temporarily upheld the Subversive Activities 
Control Law requiring Communist Party officers 
and members to register with the Department of 
Justice — and also making membership in the 
Party a Federal crime where the individual is 
aware of the Party's subversive goals. One 
Df the first to be quoted as denouncing the 
Court decision was Wirin. 

In 1961, Wirin requested that Senator Hugh 
M. Burns re-evaluate the ACLU which had been 
described in a previous report of the Cali¬ 
fornia Committee on Un-American Activities as 
a "Communist front organization" or a "Com¬ 
munist transmission belt". 

The 1961 California Report on Un-American 
Activities concluded its report on the ACLU 
by stating! "We greatly disagree with many 
things that ths ACLU California chapters do, 
but we do not believe that any of them are so 
infiltrated by Communists or fellow-travelers 
at the present time to Justify us in charac¬ 
terizing any of them as a Communist front," 

Wirin, in September, 1966, appeared on be¬ 
half of JOHN WESLY HARRIS, a member of the 
PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY (a pro-Peking Com - 
munist oriented organization), after Harris 
had been arraigned in Court under the seldom 
used State Syndicalism Act, Harris was charged 
with distributing leaflets urging revolution. 
Appearing with Wirin on behalf of Harris was 
FRANK PESTANA who has been repeatedly identi¬ 
fied as a Communist Party member by witnesses 
appearing before government investigating Com¬ 
mittees. (See FI-PO News 9/10/66) 
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Over the years, Wirin has had frequent e 
favorable mention in the Communist pres 
particularly when ha was representing Smi 
Act defendants or appearing as counsel f 
hostile identified Communists who had be 
called to testify before the HCUA and simi' 
investigative bodies. It appears that 
witness whom Wirin has counseled has everb 
permitted to cooperate in any official invi 
tigation of subversive activities. 

It should be noted that Wirin has also t 
fended pro-Nazi individual organizations, | 
Japanese, Gerald L.K. Smith's right to sp

ORIGIN OF NEW POLITICS 

It should be pointed out that the New Poli¬ 
tics organization was not just conceived as a 
vehicle to promote their present school board 
candidates. (Readers of FI-PO's "News Notes'* 
will recall many items pertaining to their 
activities and the original formation.) 

Going back to August 1965* a select group 
of concerned liberals held a secret meeting 
in Santa Barbara (reported to be at the Center 
for the Study of Democratic Institutions) 
where for two days the participants explored 
the formation of an alliance of liberal or¬ 
ganizations or their leaders. Those attend¬ 
ing had a common meeting ground - "Get out of 
Vietnam.” Some of those attending weret Linus 
Pauling, whose name appears frequently in 
government reports as a supporter of the far 
left and Communist fronts and who is affili¬ 
ated with the Center for the Study of Demo¬ 
cratic Institutions; Gifford Phillips, pub¬ 
lisher of Frontier Magazine, which according 
to government reports parrots the Communist 
Party line; and three "peaceniks" and long¬ 
time foes of the House Committee on Un-Ameri¬ 
can Activities* Congressman George E. Brown 
Jr., former employe of the AFL-CIO local 714 
International Fire Fighers Union, Congressman 
Phillip Burton and Assemblyman Willie Brown. 

It was reported that interested liberals 
from outside the state were also in attendance. 
This brainstorming session was followed by a 
flurry of private meetings in other parts of 
the country in an attempt to get a concensus 
of opinion amongst the liberals as to the 
possibility of forming a new coalition of 
civil rights* peace* and poverty groups. 

The National Conference for New Politics 
Was formed early in 1966 with Si Casady (former 
^controversial leader of the California Demo- 
-cratic Council* well known for its battles for 
liberal causes) as one of the co-chairmen. 
The National Conference* with offices in New 
York City, actively participated in what they 
termed "selective campaigns" throughout the 
country in the primary and general elections 
of last year. Four California Congressional 
candidates were picked to receive their sup- 
. ports Congressman George E. Brown* Jr.* Con¬ 
gressman Philip Burton, Congressman Don Ed¬ 
wards and Lawrence Sherman.

Probably the most important gain is that it 
will strengthen the fiction that the Party is 
a legitimate political party and clouds the 
fact that it la, ag it always has been, a 
party dedicated to the advancement of a fore¬ 
ign power. 



J. Edgar Hoover, before the 
House Sub-committee on Appro¬ 
priations for the fiscal year 
1967, testified that Party lea¬ 
der, Gus Hall, well aware of 
the fact that the future of the 
Party depends on youth, called 
for an all-out effort to re- 
cruit additional youths into 
the Party and take advantage 
of the upsurge in "radicaliza- 
tion" among American youth. 
Hoover further stated, "Party policy closely 
follows Lenin's emphasis on youth - 'youth 
will decide the issue of the whole struggle, 
the student youth and still more the working 
class youth'. A very practical consideration 
for party policy, of course, Is the current 
age level of its membership. Party leaders 
are concerned about the Increased age level 
and are devoting such thought and effort to 
drawing youth into the Party as 'young blood'*.

"Gateway for Reds" - "Path Eased for Subversion" - "Another Bonus for U.S. Reds" — Thes 
were some 6f the editorial headlines in response to the recent Supreme Court decision strikinc 
down the law barring Communists as teachers in the New York educational system. 


The editorial in the February 4th issue of the Alhambra Post-Advocate very aptly descrit 
the action of the Supreme Court. The following is quoted in part from the editorial. 

"The majority of the United States Supreme Court seems to have concluded that subversive 
elements have more to fear from organized society than society does from persons who seek 
to overthrow the government. 

To many concerned laymen, as well as four minority members of the court, the ruling appea 
to stretch the freedom of speech clause of the First Amendment out of all realistic 
proportion. 

Justice Clark, in the dissenting opinion, also pinpointed the far-reaching harmful effect 
of the decision! *We have swept away one of our most precious rights - the right of self 
preservation. 1 

The decision of the court in this case fails to recognize that advocaatss of totalitarian 
ism, including the Communists, are dedicated to establishing a different form of governme 
We cannot afford, therefore, to treat outright subversion as a benign difference of opini 

Communism is more than a harmless topic for campus debating groups and high-minded philo¬ 
sophical dissertations. It is, both in theory and in practice, a highly organized attemp 
to reshape the world through vicious and tyrannical methods. 

It is difficult to understand why our schools, in order to preserve freedom of speech, 
should be obligated to permit the teaching of such doctrines. 

The inevitable result is to make the task easier for the enemies of our form of governme 
For, as Justice Clark said in the minority opinion. Justices John Harlan, Potter Stewart 
Byron R. White concurring! 


'Our public education system is the genius of our democracy. The minds of our youth are 
developed there and the character of that development will determine the future of our 1 
Indeed our very existence depends upon it.'"

The Communist Party's interest in "Peace" 
organizations was described at length in the 
1963 House Committee report entitled "United 
Front Technique of the Southern California 
District of the Communist Party." The Com¬ 
mittee stated such a marked increase in Com¬ 
munist activity had been noted with respect 
to so-called peace organizations, that it is 
clear such groups are one of the main targets 
of Communist infiltration in Southern Califor¬ 
nia. This was exemplified by Southern Cali¬ 
fornia party leader Dorothy Healey's instruc¬ 
tions to party members to keep tab on all 
peace activities in the community and gave 
examples of some of the groups that Commun¬ 
ists were expected to exploit. (Committee for 
a SANE Nuclear Policy was among those named.) 

It is inconceivable that the leaders of 
SANE, who opened the doors to Communist mem¬ 
bers, could be so naive as to believe that 
one can join forces with dedicated party mem¬ 
bers whose allegiance is to a foreign power.

—St. Patricks Cathedral in N. Y. has been 
the scene of pickets ever since Cardinal 
Spellman called for victory in Vietnam. A 
group of demonstrators invaded the church at 
a 10 o'clock mass, carrying large repro¬ 
ductions ofaa weeping Vietnamese child. 

—Students at UCLA held a sit-in at the Stu¬ 
dent Placement center - objecting to the 
presence of a representative from Dow Chemical 
Co. on campus, because of Dow's manufacturing 
of napalm. The campus police were called in 
to remove the demonstrators - but one girl 
remained, refusing to be escorted by the cam¬ 
pus police. -

"The constant professions of a desire for

A select peace gathering will be held on May 26-31 In Geneva, Switzerland when the 
CENTER FOR THE STUDY OF DEMOCRATIC INSTITUTIONS will be sponsoring what they term a "convoca¬ 
tion for peace." Vietnam has been selected as the major topic of this year's probe for world, 
peace. 

As the sponsor of this convocation, the CENTER FOR THE STUDY OF DEMOCRATIC INSTITUTIONS 
is in a key position to guide the general tenor that will prevail. For this reason, the 
question might be asked - What is the CENTER, and who are some of the individuals devoting 
their time to this one-million-dollar a year enterprise? 

According to their literature, "The CENTER promotes no point of view, political or other 
wise." This has been the subject of controversy, along with their TAX-EXEMPT STATUS. 

Perhaps the greatest criticism of the CENTER results from the content of the publicatior 
they issue and distribute widely to public officials and educators. They defend themselves t 
this charge by stating that the CENTER does not necessarily agree with the views expressed 
in the publications - but that such materials are selected for printing and distribution be¬ 
cause they contribute to discussion in a free society. The critics reply that the education; 
pamphlets that the CENTER deems worthy for discussion purposes are authored only by the more 
leftist thinking. 

One of the most explosive recent publications is entitled "How the United States Got In 
volvsd In Vietnam", authored by ROBERT SCHEER. Noted columnist Holmes Alexander described 
the pamphlet as "much more harmful to our American cause than if it bore the frank imprint 
of Peking or Moscow". The CENTER described this same pamphlet as "the best short treatment 
of this subject we have ever seen.' Copies of it ware mailed to every representative in 
Washington. A Democrat Congressman was incensed over receiving it - especially when chickin 
the long record of radical affiliations of the author, ROBERT SCHEER. 

SCHEER was an official of the Castro-backed FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE and a partici¬ 
pant in an illegal tour of Cuba sponsored by the pro-Peking PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY. As a 
candidate for Congress, his campaign manager was Communist Party member, CARL BLOICE. Schee 
Is one of the originators of the "NEW POLITICS" and also serves as managing editor of 
RAMPARTS MAGAZINE.

In a closed-door session before the House 
Appropriations Committee y J. Edgar Hoover dis¬ 
closed that Carmichael (of the Student Non¬ 
violent Coordinating Committee) has been in 
frequent contact with MAX STANFORD , field rep¬ 
resentative of the REVOLUTIONARY ACTION MOVE¬ 
MENT (RAM). Hoover described RAM as a highly 
secret, all-negro* Chinese-oriented Communist 
organization which is based in Cuba and openly 
advocates guerrilla warfare to attain its goal 
of the overthrow of the capitalist system in 
the United States. 

Born in Trinidad, West Indies In 1941, Car¬ 
michael became an American citizen in 1953 
by derivation after both parents had been 
naturalized. He came into prominence in 1966 
when he took over the leadership of the Stu¬ 
dent Non-violent Committee (commonly known as 
SNICK). Carmichael's battle cry for "Black 
Power" and his open bid to Join forces with 
the Black Muslims brought strong criticism 
from many of his fallow civil rights workers. 

SNICK, formed in 1960, was considered to be a 
radical and irresponsible group even prior to 
Carmichael's rise to power. Noted Washington 
columnists, Rowland Evans and Robert Novak 
described SNICK as "a haven for beatniks, 
left-wing revolutionaries and — worst of all 
— by Communists. 

The Black Panther Party in Alabama was the 
creation of SNICK, and implemented by Car¬ 
michael, who envisions the formation of third 
parties as the answer to gaining control of 
communities. Similar Black Panther groups 
have sprung up in New York City, Detroit and 
Tennessee, and more recently in Northern and 
Southern California.

MARRAIGE BY TRIAL 

Some leading theologians have come forth with 
a revolutionary answer to the high divorce 
rate. 

Speaking before a ProCestant Conference on 
welfare work in West Germany, theolooian. 
SIEGFRIED KEIL of Merlburg University, proposed 
that the act of marriage be divided into sev¬ 
eral stages, from single life to matrimony, 
with one interim being "recognized pre-mar 
riage", during which time sexual relations by 
the couple would not be condemned as sinful. 

This "premarriage" arrangement has received 
some support from United States theologians. 
DR. EDWARD CRAIG HOBBS of Berkeley's Epis¬ 
copal Church Divinity School of Pacific stated, 
"Something like trial marriage would be vastly 
superior to our pres.ent system, which is mar- 
raige, divorce, and remarriage." 


ENGLAND TIGHTENS UP ON DRUGS FOR ADDICTS 

England has found it necessary to clamp down 
some on their permissive attitude with their 
drug addicts. Statistics showed a frighten¬ 
ing rise in the addiction level, and known 
heroin addicts more than doubled in the past 
two years. 

Heroin and cocaine addicts will continue to 
be viewed as sick persons and will still be 
able to get narcotics legally under national¬ 
ized health at no cost. But under the new 
law only specially licensed doctors - not any 
doctor as at present - at addict treatment 
centers will be allowed to prescribe the drugs. 

The free drugs to addicts has not prevented 
black marketeering of imported drugs. Also 
there has been an overprescribing by doctors 
which resulted in addicts giving their extra 
supplies to friends who then became hooked.

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It was in Way of this year when the Black Panthers made headlines in the California press* whei 
armed members of this organization invaded the Assembly chambers in Sacramento to dramatize th> 
opposition to legislative restriction of fire arms. 


It was under the militant leadership of Carmichael that SNICK jumped on the "get out of Vistna 
bandwagon* leaving the civil rights fight as a secondary cause. Carmichael openly stated that 
he would refuse to be drafted, (in March, 1967, his local draft board re-classified Carmichae 
as 4-F* which exempts him from military service ) 


Carmichael's savage opposition to the war in Vietnam was continually demonstrated in his speak 
ing appearances throughout the country. His Inflammable anti-draft statements made before a 
crowd of 500 in Cleveland resulted in a group of Ohio Democratic legislators requesting Attorr 
General Katzenbach to prosecute Carmichael as a deliberate law violator. They cited the fact 
that Stokely Carmichael counseled his audience that they should absolutely refuse to comply wi 
the provisions of the Universal Military Training and Service Act (thus being subject to the 
penal provisions of the Service Act.) The Ohio legislators are alarmed and incensed over the 
inaction of the Department of Justice, stating* "We are of the opinion that if left unchecked 
the government* 6uch dangerous Americans as Carmichael could and will promote riots of sizeab] 
dimensions in our cities and succeed in the development of a pattern of anarchy in many parts 
the land." 

Carmichael's anti-white tirades have succeeded in generating a hotbed of hatred amongst both 
negroes and whites. His audiences have wildly cheered such statements as, "They're building 
stores in Cleveland with no windows ... It Just means we have to move from molotov cocktails 1 
dynamite." ... "We cannot afford to ;be part of the American system" ... "We have to destroy 
Western civilization." ... "..A policeman is no longer going to beat his humanity into my heat 
If he touches me, I'm going to kill him." 

Carmichael recently resigned from his chairmanship and is devoting his time with SNICK's effo 
for home rule in Washington, D.C. The resignation of Carmichael will not witness changes in 
the organization's tactics. The recent June riots in Cincinnati were attributed to outside 
agitators by Police Chief Jacob Schott. II. RAP BROWN , successor to Stokely Carmichael as hea 
of SNICK* was on hand and protested the calling out of the National Guard* vowing the city "w 
be in flames" until the guardsmen pull out. 

RALPH MC GILL, liberal publisher of the AMERICAN CONSTITUTION, stated his assessment of the 
Student Nonviolent Committee. "SNCC is no longer a civil rights organization. It is openly, 
officially committed to the destruction of existing society." McGill further stated that in 
civil rights circles* it is said that Havana money took over SNICK. 

In response to McGill's statements* the TAMPA TIMES of* September 12, 1966, stated,"If Ralph 
McGill's information is correct, SNICK and its troublemakers represent something more seriour 
*■*-riot in the name of civil rights. This is a case of insurrection and should b

employed by the Los Angeles County Communist Party and earn $3*3B0 each a year. BEN MAR-

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GUEST EDITORIAL 


The following editorial appeared in the Crescent 
City "American", was reproduced in the California 
Legionaire , and is reproduced herein because of its 
timeliness. Editor. 

Thomas W. Braden, who is entrusted with a great re¬ 
sponsibility in connection with the education of California’s 
children, never passes up an opportunity to lash out against 
people whose patriotism rises above his own downgraded 
idea of a line of weak allegiance beyond which all who stray 
are paranoiacs. 

His latest outburst was triggered by a criticism of his 
views by spokesmen for the American Legion as reported 
by the Associated Press Wednesday of last week. The press 
report, In part, follows: 

"Thomas W. Braden, State Board of Education presi¬ 
dent, condemned Tuesday what he called paranoiac partri- 
otism. 

"I am opposed to indoctrination whieh I regard as the 
weapon of tyranny," Braden told a news conference when 
asked for comment on criticism of his views by American 
Legion spokesmen. 

“Education is the weapon of freedom,” he said. 

“I am surprised that anyone who fought in World War 
II doesn’t agree with me, I thought that’s what the whole 
thing was all about. 

"The American Legion ought to be reminded that we 
won. a war against these automatic flag saluters. 

“It’s a paranoiac patriotism, this belief that our soil is 
better than any other people's soil.” 

The writer, being one of those who fought in World 
War II, was of the impression that “What we fought for 
was the freedom of man—for liberation of the conquered 
and oppressed.” Not once did the writer ever hear anyone 
say he “was fighting against anyone’s right to salute a flag, 
especially that of his own country.” 

We wonder how many Californians, who help pay the 
wages of this “servant of the people,” think they're getting 
value received when he confuses this state by publicizing 
disparaging remarks against people who take pride in 
"saluting the flag.” 

We also take issue with Mr. Braden’s statment that, “It’s 
a paranoiac patriotism this belief that our soil is better 
than any other people’s soil.” 

In that short sentence, and in the use of the word “our,” 
Mr. Braden himself has stated the cardinal reason for this 
soil being the best. It’s Ours!! It’s reallv ours under the laWi 
for we have the constitutionally guaranteed right to own 
and make our home upon it. We can even raise a flag on It 
and salute it to our heart’s content, and without interfer¬

As time and history go, 
we are a new people, with 
neither our blood lines nor 
our emotional habits crys- 
talized.

1 think we should have 
done it The family of 
Patrolman Tippett has be¬ 
come a memorial—a living 
memorial—to the memory 
of John F. Kennedy. But it 
has also become a symbol 
of what Americans really 
thifrk about those who 
enforce our laws, and who 
sometimes die to do it. 

Yet as Americans have 
saluted the memory of 
Patrolman J. D. Tippett, 
how often have they failed 
to salute the memory— 
and the families—of those 
officers in their own cities 
who also have died because 
they were sworn to en¬ 
force the law, and who 
took the risks and died 
while enforcing it?

Long Beach, were mail 
checks to express tl 
sympathy when a pol 
man or a fireman died 
them—or perhaps not { 
ticularly for them, but 
uphold the laws wh 
give security and peac 
all. 

Men who take the jo'

Ouster Demanded 

STATE BD. CHAIRMAN DRAWS VETRANS IRE 

The ouster of Thomas Braden, President of 
the State Board of Education, on the grounds 
that he. is "opposed to the teaching of patri¬ 
otism" has been demanded in an editorial posi¬ 
tion taken in the current edition of the 
"California Legionnaire". The Legion ha 8 
taken exception to a recent magazine article 
in which Braden said he is "opposed to indoc¬ 
trination in our schools - any indoctrination- 
including indoctrination in patriotism". 

Braden explained he was making the point 
that school children whould be presented with 
"all the facts - not just facts that support 
a single viewpoint".

“The Communists,” Senator Keating (R., N.Y.) glee¬ 
fully reported to his colleagues, "have developed a new 
secret weapon to ensnare and capture youthful minds in 
America—folic music.” This revelation came to the senator 
in a flash of radical-Right literature. And, inspired, he 
proceeded to skewer the notion of hootenannic subversion 
on the point of his lampoon: . . merciful heavens,” he 

gasped in conclusion, “American folk music!” 

Merciful heavens, indeed. Several weeks before, the Com¬ 
munist monthly Mainstream appeared, with its entire 
August issue honoring the dying folk singer, Woody 
Guthrie. Throughout his career, Guthrie was a guitar- 
plunkin’ Okie, bred in the Dust Bowl and proletarian to 
the bone. He was to folk singing what W. C. Handy was 
to the Blues: The Master. Woody Guthrie was identified 
as a Communist before the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities ’way hack in 1941 (by Hazel Huff¬ 
man), about the time he was writing a folksy daily column 
for the Worker. He never concealed his Communist beliefs. 
He has written over 1,000 folk songs, including "This 
Land" which is enormously popular presently; a book 
(Road to Glory); assorted articles for the likes of New 
Masses; and has tremendously' influenced his craft, espe¬ 
cially to give it radical direction. 

Guthrie's friend and most successful student is Pete Seeger, 
identified as a Communist before the HUAC, “the best 
known of all the Communist Party’s entertainers." Seeger 
has been in hot demand at every radical function from 
peace marches to strikes for years. He and Guthrie, Sis 
Cunningham, Leadbelly and Aunt Molly Jackson all sang 
for the Almanac Singers, now almost legendary—but still 
remembered for a citation as subversive. Now the newer 
generation is coming up, boasting mass successes but also 
bearing the sympathies of the old: Bob Dylan, the best 
known of the new, is a student of Woody Guthrie; 
Malvina Reynolds, Mark Spoelestra . . . you check them, 
Senator Keating! Try Lou Gottlieb, Phil Ochs and Earl 
Robinson, the New World Singers, the Freedom Singers.

Bad Behavior Costs 
In Cafeteria! Infern 


Indifference and bad man¬ 
ners are costing students ap¬ 
proximately $3600 a year, ac¬ 
cording to John Booth, LASC 
food consultant In charge of the 
college food facilities. 

“Because most students re¬ 
fuse to bus their trays at the 
Cafteria and the Inferno, we 
have to supply the manpower 
and it naturally costs money,’’ 
Booth said. There are 12 peo¬ 
ple assigned to the duty during 
the noon hour. That includes 
the clean-up of the patio area 
as well.'' 

Although there are signs 
prominently displayed asking 
students to bus their own 
trays, they have been almost 
totally Ignored this semester. 

'This is the worst it has ever 
been," Booth admitted. “We had 
a lot of trouble in the past at 
the Inferno when some students 
engaged in social activities 
there during the lunch hour. 
They played cards, chess, even 
roulette, occupying the tables 
so the people wanting to eat 
had to stand or go outside. But 
the stndr,u government assist¬ 
ed us at that time in a success¬ 
ful campaign to restrict the In¬ 
ferno during the rush hours to 
eating only. 

“It's a difficult situation.” he 
added. "We realize students 
need a place to socialize but it 
just isn’t fair to the majority 
to allow it at the peak hours.” 

Glenn Tobias, manager of 
I bo Student Foundation 
which operates the eating 
facilities, told of the deep 
concern his office takes of 
the situation.

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A REVIEW OF THE ACTIONS OF THE 
ASSEMBLY CRIMINAL PROCEDURES COMMITTEE 
1963 CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE 

This is the committee which: 

1. Approved the moratorium on capital pun- 
ishment. 

2. Killed all anti-obscenity legislation, 
including AB-3 and AB-14 by Assemblyman Cha¬ 
pel and AB-2152 by Assemblyman Barnes. 

3. Killed AB-1985 supported by the Fire 
and Police Research Association which would 
have made it a felony for any person or or¬ 
ganization to commit a subversive act on 
public property. 

4. Approved AB-2555 by Dymally which pro¬ 
vides that in any case in which a peace of¬ 
ficer, acting under color of law, kills a 
person, the law enforcement agency employing 
the officer shall immediately report in wri¬ 
ting to the Attorney General.... such writing 
shall be available for Inspection by inter¬ 
ested parties except as to matters deemed 
privileged by the Attorney General. 

5. Approved AB-307, having to do with nar¬ 
cotics, which limits increased penalties for 
second offenders to instances where second 
offense follows within 7 years of the first. 
Also dealing with narcotics, the committee 
killed: 

AB-1635, the death penalty for the third- 
offender who sells to minors. 

AB-2553, which would Have protected the 
identity of informants. 

AB-2710, which would have allowed officers 
to take into custody addicted persons or 
those in Imminent danger of addiction but 
not charged with a crime (24 hours). 

AB-2884, increased penalties for unlawful 
possession of hypnotic drugs. 
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AB-2957, which would have^required drivers 
license applicants to consent to searches bj 
peace officers for unlawfully transportec 
narcotics. 

6. Also killed bills to extend capital pun 
ishment to other major crimes. 

7. Killed AB-715 by Assemblymen Conrad anc 
Thelln to control homosexuals. 

8. Approved AB-2243 designed to neutralize 
the stigma of criminal procedures resulting 
from resistance to discrimination.

tor's shop is a courier drop point? Is it 
true that many of the top flight subversives 
in the Los Angeles area have their material 
saved for them in the "back room"? 

The Subcommittee on Isnigratlon and Nat¬ 
uralization, O.S. Senate Committee on the Ju¬ 
diciary, began asking the same questions. 
Senator Pat Me Carran introduced a bill to 
plug the loophole, and hearings were held. 
Among the witnesses heard was then Attorney 
General Tom Clark who testified that as of 
April 15, 1949, 3,278 warrents of deportation 
had been issued which were not enforceable by 
reason of refusal by the alien's countries to 
issue passports or other travel documents 
with tdilch to effect deportation. 0 f the 
aliens covered by these warrents, 2,147 were 
iron - curtain nationals, and of that nusiber 
1,180 were Russians. Of the 3,278 deporta¬ 
tion orders, 112 were specifically issued 
under the law relating to subversive classes. 

LAW PASSED OVER PRESIDENT'S VETO 

After exhaustive hearings. Congress pas¬ 
sed the Imnlgration and Nationality Act of 
1952, President Harry Truman vetoed it, and 
Congress felt strongly enough about the prob¬ 
lem to pass the law over the President's veto. 
This is the law commonly referred to as the 
"Me Carran-Walter Act", which the communists 
and those deluded into helping the communists 
have been trying ever since to get repealed. 
They have succeeded in getting it watered 
down in several respects. 

LAW CITED 

One of the provisions of this Act, in¬ 
cluded specifically to get at the many Frank 
Spectors in this country, is Section 243(g): 
"Upon the notification by the Attorney- 
General that any country upon request de¬ 
nies or unduly delays acceptance of the 
return of any alien who is a national, 
citizen, subject, or resident thereof , 
the Secretary of State shall instruct con¬ 
sular officers performing their duties in 
the territory of such country, to discon- - 
tinue the Issuance of lmnigrant visas to 
nationals, citizens subjects, or resi¬ 
dents of such country, until such time as 
the Attorney General shall inform the 
Secretary of State that such country has 
accepted such alien." 

In spite of the high hopes law enforce¬ 
ment officials had when this provision was 
enacted into law, it has never been enforced, 
and the many Frank Spectors still move free¬ 
ly around our nation, carrying on the busi¬ 
ness of the communists. 


One of th< Jleas incorporated in the 
migration and nationality Act was that tb 
be a "watchdog committee" set up by Congt 
to oversee the administration of the law. 
such a committee is in existence, it has 1 
mighty quiet. At least, it has never ral 
the question, "why isn't the Soviet Dr 
compelled to take back people like Frank S 
ctor?" Apparently until Congress asks 
Executive Branch such a question, the Att 
ney General and the Secretary of State v 
continue to Ignore the weapon which Congx 
gave them. 

The excuse may be given that to disc 
tinue the Issuance of lmnigrant visas to c 
izens of a country which refuses to acc 
our deportees would work a hardship on in 
cent people. Hardly, The only countries 
volved are the communist countries, and 
only people there who would dare apply 
the exit permits and passports required 
departing are the people the communists wo 
want to send elsewhere. Why should we acc 
modate them? 

Both before and after the passage of 
Immigration and Nationality Act, the St 
Department has passed up some good opport 
ltles to use old-fashioned Yankee trading 
order to accomplish deportation of subvers 
aliens. For example, in 1948 when the Sov 
Union ordered Anna Louise Strong expell 
after she had lived in Russia 25 years as < 
itor of the English-language "Moscow New 
our Government meekly accepted her with 
question as a D.S. citizen; we could at le. 
have refused to take her back into this coi 
try unless the Soviets were frilling to t< 
Frank Spector in exchange. 

In a more recent case, our State Depai 
ment could have refused to take Lee Har\ 
Oswald back, after he had settled in the £ 
vlet Onion, had renounced his American clt 
zenship and had awrried a Russian woman; 1 
stead we meekly accepted him, and the tt 
payers furnished him free transportation bt 
to the United States, with the tragic rest 
that he assassinated President Kennedy 
November 22. 1963

The Peoples World treats Robeson with 
considerable deference and affection, defen¬ 
ding his anti-American, pro-communist activi¬ 
ties and announcing Mr. Robeson's avowed in¬ 
tention to again become active In civil rights 
ca mpaigns. 

It will be interesting 
to observe how civil rights 
y , leaders receive Robeson; a 

man who has made no partic¬ 
ular effort to hide his af¬ 
finity for communists, and 
communism. 

Robeson's return to 
full participation in, and 
even possible leadership of 
any significant segment of 
civil rights groups, could 
indicate such groups no lot* 
PAUL ROBESON ger hide, or fear any pos¬ 
sible stigma from that association. 

It could also mean that communists,them¬ 
selves are now willing to admit to full and 
open support and direction of some "civil 
rights" groups. 

But the greatest possible triumph of Mr. 
Robeson's return would be the tacit admission 
that the Negro civil rights movement had, in 
fact, been taken over by communist dupes and 
sympathizers, if not by communists themselves. 
Negroes have long been a primary target of 
the Communist Criminal Conspiracy, but at the 
same time have been one of communism's most 


conspicuous and disappointing failures in 
years past. It will be Interesting to see 
what effect Mr. Robeson's return will have in 
this regard, and what direction the movement 
will take as, if and when he becoaes intimat¬ 
ely associated with it.

More on Police Review Boards

Protection of Minority Rights 


Six months ago this week Negro or¬ 
ganization spokesmen demanded that 
the community accelerate its efforts 
toward achieving the "goal of com¬ 
plete equality." 

The atmosphere was emotional, but 
It was also obvious that real solutions 
of minority problems lay in thoughtful 
deliberation rather than noisy demon¬ 
strations. 

A series of citizen committees was 
therefore set up by the County Human 
Relations Commission to consider the 
four main problem areas: of housing, 
education, employment and law en¬ 
forcement Their assignment was clear: 
make objective evaluations as the bas¬ 
is for reforms where necessary. 

The first final committee report has 
now been made. In it a distinguished 
panel headed by Rabbi Alfred Wolf 
finds that reforms already underway 
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In the Los Angeles police and sheriff's 
departments preclude any need for a 
civilian "review board" to consider 
- complaints against law enforcement 
officers. 

Such a board was the primary de¬ 
mand made by Negro spokesmen, but 
the citizens committee declared that 
rights of individual^ would be effec¬ 
tively protected by the procedures set 


up by the Police Commission, Chief 
Parker and Sheriff Pitchess. 

Any citizen with a complaint of po¬ 
lice misconduct, the committee noted, 
can present his case directly to the Po¬ 
lice Commission or to the Sheriff as 
well to unit commanders. Such com¬ 
plaints may also be directed to the 
offices of the City Attorney, the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney, U.S. Attorney and to 
the Grand Jury or the FBI. 


The committee also encouragei 
cal law enforcement agencies to \ 
even harder at improving the rec 
ment and promotion opportunity 
minority personnel and to streng 
the existing human relations prog 

Committee members, who inch 
Negro minister and a Negro bus 
executive as well as the presiden 
USC and Loyola University, a S 
ior Court judge and the preside 
the county bar association, have 
formed an outstanding service for 
members of the community.

During the past several years, many ef¬ 
forts have been made to downgrade and dlscra- 
dlt the Congress of the United States. 

These efforts emanate from several sour¬ 
ces, Including bureaucrats of both the Execu¬ 
tive and Judicial branches of government who 
have felt the sting of congressional opposi¬ 
tion to certain of their "empire - building" 
programs and projects, and from others who 
have been the targets of the perceptive prod¬ 
ding and probing of Congressmen who recog¬ 
nized their ulterior motives. 

In retaliation, congressional opponents 
have engaged In a sometimes vicious and vin¬ 
dictive kind of "congress-baiting", to the 
detriment of Congress and the national Inter¬ 
est. This seems highly Improper In view of 
the fact that most Congressmen want to, (1) 
be and act like Congressmen, (2) continue to 
monitor and safeguard the checks and balances 
built Into our constitutional form of govern¬ 
ment, (3) Investigate and Identify communists 
In government and determine the extent and 
successes of communist Infiltration and sub¬ 
version, and (4) be aware of and responsive 
to the desires of their constituents; the 
folks back home. 

Because Congressmen, Individually and 
collectively, generally have been concerned 
about these things they have been maligned 
and labeled with an assortment of uncompli¬ 
mentary terms and names by their detractors. 
Freely translated, some of these terms may be 
defined as follows: 

"Do - Nothing" - this usually means that 
Congress la dragging its feet on passing more 
socialistic, anti-free-enterprlse legislation. 

"Unproductive" - describes the Congress 
when it refuses to produce more billions of 
dollars we don't have for "foreign aid" to 
America's communist enemies, or "aid" to na¬ 
tions which either don't want it, don't need 
It, or wouldn't know how to use It If they 
got It. 

"Stalemated" - This Is the condition 
which exists when Congressmen take the time 
to study the far-reaching and possibly disas¬ 
trous effects of poorly conceived, ofted cos¬ 
tly and questionable administration proposals. 


"Bogged-down" - see preceedlng deflnlt 
and multiply by ten. 

"Witch-hunting" - this term is applied 
the Congress only when It concerns Its 
with the necessary and proper lnvestlgat 
of communists and communism. In defense 
the nation, and against the subversion 
infiltration of that godless, criminal c 
splracy. 

"Move ahead" - this means that Congr 
la agreeing with the executive branch 
that the President's legislative prograa 
being enacted into law. It should not oth 
wise be construed to Indicate direction 
goal. "Ahead" can really mean forward, be 
ward, or to the right or left; usually le 

In the months ahead, the new Congress 
be expected to become the target of many 1 
rages, fired Into It broadside at short re 
by the other two branches of government. 

Supporting fire may be expected from 1 
erals in and out of government, who wc 
like to see Congress reduced to an "Execut 
rubber stamp"; from the one-worlders, 
want to yield up the nation's sovereignty 
the U.N. and who see the Congress as the 1 
major obstacle to this disastrous course; 
finally, from the communists, whose effc 
to dominate the world have been frequei 
frustrated by congressional committees wJ 
have revealed and exposed their deceit 
subversion and Identified their traltoi 
' agents both within and without the goverai 

With these things In mind, all o: 
should look with a jaundiced eye on any 
all attacks upon the Congress, from vhatc 
sources they may appear to come.

Generally, prostitution is illegal in the United 
States, and even in those communities where the 
control of vice leaves much to be desired, vice flou¬ 
rishes mainly in the vacuum of public apathy and 
disinterest, if not with the tacit approval of local 
(corrupt) officials who flaunt the law and ignore their 
sworn du*ty to enforce it. But in every case, the 
presumption is. that Americans and American laws in 
general are opposed to prostitution, and to the ac¬ 
companying and related debasing and demoralizing 
vice conditions which invaricfcly blight those com¬ 
munities which pcssively tolerate it. 

It may shock some Americans to learn, then, that 
the Indonesian Embassy in Washington apparently 
took for granted that its request to the State Depart- 
mentto provide Communist-leaning dictator Sukarno 
with a harem of "call girls" during his visits here, 
would be fulfilled! It may shock them even more to 
learn that the Department of State subsequently re¬ 
ported that "these demands were fully and satisfac¬ 
torily me!!" 

A congressional committee is now quietly prob¬ 
ing into State Department documents which reveal 
that it has become an apparently accepted and rou¬ 
tine procedure for our government to arrange to pro¬ 
vide the leftist dictator (and apparently others) with 
prostitutes when he visits the U.S. Indonesian re¬ 
presentatives have mode it clear that the "success" 
of his visits depend on his being provided with "girls" 
while Sukarno is a guest in the United States. On a 
recent visit, he specifically requested and was pro¬ 
vided with "a Latin type, an American type and a 
Nordic type woman". (Allen-ScottWashington Re¬ 
port) 

Does all this not make procurers of our State De¬ 
partment personnel who arrange such affairs? And 
what about the provisions of the Mann Act? Has 
not some one been guilty of transporting these wo¬ 
men across state lines for immoral purposes?

t am one of the Americans who heard )ylr. Khruschev tell 
our nation that my great-grandchildren will grow up In a Com¬ 
munist world. For some time now this has bothered me. 

I am not a brave man, not eveu a big one. I suppose I would 
have to admit that I am, among my own neighbors and in my 
own culture, the typical, average well educated, genteel subur¬ 
banite to whom family, the mortgage and security have been the 
all important items. 

I am 50 now. And soon my wife and I will see the first of 
our three children married. I paint my own home, repair my 
own car, grub my own devil grass and nurse a modest savings 
account at the Bank of America. I am a law-abiding man on the 
quiet side, and dissension makes me terribly nervous. Frankly, 
I am the kind who simply doesn't have it in him to fight anyone 
ever. 

My wife had me cleaning out an old trunk in the storage 
room the other day and I ran across the huge old family Bible 
that I hadn’t thought about for years. My great-grandmother 
had kept a journal of the trip across the Great Plains with a 
wagon and oxen when she and great-grandpa were youngsters 
coming out to settle in California in the great migration. Great- 
grandma wrote about it as the wild new land, rich and abundant 
in mythical proportions. 

On the trail she wrote of sickness and hunger and heat and 
cold and dust and thirst and the deaths and births like beads 
strung together on a thread of hope — hope of freedom and a 
land of plenty for their children yet unborn. And when she 
viewed the new land, she wrote in simple word pictures of the 
cities and farms and schools and happiness that would someday 
bloom in the greatness of the vast new land. She wrote of her 
tomorrow and my today. 

The ink was badly faded, but the message was clear. As I 
read, I began to think about America and being an American 
and what it all stands for; and I thought about our enemies and 
what they intend to do to that America, to those rich lands and 
farms, to the cities and the people, to its freedom and its hope. 

And suddenly I realized that I am a sick American. I mean 
really sick. I am sick of panaceas and of backing up. I am sick 
of refection where there should be initiative. I am sick of 
bureaucrats who tell me that my enemy is not refelly my enemy 
and that I should live together with murderers and tyrants. 

I am sick of government that hasn’t the guts to clean trait¬ 
ors out of Its own offices. And I am sick of being a nice, patient 
guy about It. I am sick of placidly accepting excuses instead of 
successes; of being a silent gentleman about It for fear of con¬ 
troversy. I am sick of my own country being ridiculed all over 
the world. I am sick of pink-fingered diplomats and lily-livered 
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politicians who place personal careers above the fate of the 

I am sick of 40 years of relentless, creeping, cancerous, • 
munistic godlessness that never once has wavered fron 
avowed purpose of conquering that flag and seeing it tram 
in the mud under Russian boots. I am sick of my genteel d- 
to stand pat while the enemy advances. 

I am sick of educators who teach tolerance of subvei 
and of clergymen who would have me quail at the spectre of 
tie and' turn my other cheek in fear of what our enemies n 
do.

"The American Civil Liberties Union may be 
definitely classed as a Communist front or 
transmission belt organization. At least 90 
percent of its efforts are expended on behalf 
of communists who come into conflict with the 
law. While it professes to stand for free 
speech, a free press,, and free assembly, it 
is quite obvious that its main function is to 
protect Communists in their activities of force 
and violence in their program to overthrow the 
government." 

Perhaps there is no organization in the Uni¬ 
ted States today that is stirring up more con¬ 
troversy by its meddling and probing and test¬ 
ing of our laws than is the Civil Liberties 
Union. The Civil Liberties Union is leading 
the left wing campaign to abolish the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities and thus 
do away with its investigation and exposure . 
of communist activities. 

The Civil Liberties Union has vigorously 
opposed the Smith Act under which top Commu- , 
nist leaders have been tried and convicted. 
Right here in Los Angeles in 1952,,Civil Li¬ 
berties Union Lawyers filed a "Friend of the 
Court" brief urging acquittal of 14 persons 
being tried as local communist leaders. The 
Civil Liberties Union rushed to the defense 
of Frank Wilkinson, who refused under oath to 
say whether or not he is a communist. He la¬ 
ter was convicted and did time in federal pri¬ 
son. 

According’to the COIMIUNIST DAILY WORKER of 
September 20, 1957, the Civil Liberties Union 
asked U. S. colleges and universities to re¬ 
examine their policies on communist teaching 
in educational institutions. The Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union again, according to the DAILY WOR¬ 
KER, October 8, 1956, urged that college stu¬ 
dents have the freedom to join organizations

Space does not permit a full account of the

Dr. Rafferty delivered this address to the 
Department of California. Due to the timely 
in its entirety. - 

To you and your great organization, cur¬ 
rently under attack for defending the honor 
and tradition of our country, I bring greet¬ 
ings from the 150,000 educators of California 
whose profession has been similarly assailed 
and traduced in recent months. 

As some of you may recall, I made a short 
talk about three years ago called "The Passing 
of a Patriot." It wasn't intended to be in 
the same class with Daniel Webster's orations, 
but it did say some of the things that I have 
always believed. I was a new superintendent 
of a new school district at the time, and I 
wanted folks to know exactly where I stood. 

But I found to ray surprise that patriotism 
apparently means different things to differ¬ 
ent people. I shouldn't have been surprised, 

I guess, but I was, and during the months and 
years since 1961, I have not csased to be sur¬ 
prised. So today, for a few minutes, I'd 
like to explore the problem of patriotism in 
our schools a little further. I can't imagine 
an audisnce mors interested and better quali¬ 
fied to consider this great question. 

I suppose it's soma sort of a commentary 
on our present-day society that we find it 
necessary to analyze patriotism at all. Our 
grandparents and great-grandparents would have 
been highly amused or mildly irritated at thB 
idea of taking patriotism apart to see what 
makes it tick. They took their love of coun¬ 
try for granted. And dissecting this feeling 
of theirs toward their native land would have 
seamed to our ancestors as useless as trying 
to analyze a California sunset, or to identify 
the component parts of mother-love. 

Just the same, and regardless of what was 
needed or not needed in the past, a searching 
analysis of patriotism seems necessary today. 
For example, I have always taken for granted 
absolute loyalty to our country in her rela¬ 
tions with other nations, reverence and af¬ 
fection for the great heroes of our American 
past, and abhorrence of atheistic, dictatorial 
Communism, which to me has always represented 
everything which this nation was founded to 
resist. 

In my more than twenty years as a Califor¬ 
nia schoolman, I had given voice to these sen¬ 
timents many times, to many different audien¬ 
ces, usually to polite applause and a general 
noading of heads. But, in that summer of 1961 
and since, there was sharp reaction and a

The courts and the law enforcement peo 
hate crime, and I think they are perfec 
right. 

Ths Bible tells us to hate sin, and I h 
that most of us do. 

And ever since Patrick Henry, American p 
riots have hated despotism. 

It seems to me that we are in pretty g 
company if ws go along with Thomas Jeffers 
who said solemnly that he had sworn star 
hostility - "hatred", if you like - to 
form of tyranny over the minds and hearts 
men. Because if totalitarian Communism is 
an ugly mingling of crime and sin and tyra 
then what in Heaven's name is it? 

I don't hate individuals. I don't advoc 
that our American school children be taught 
hate any person. But I do hate totalitarii 
ism in any form. And I may be wrong, bu- 
think we had better teach our children to hi 
it too, so that they may not In later life 
beguiled and deceived and eventually snchali 
by a force, the evil of which they have ne> 
been conditioned to resist.

"You're advocating an emotional approach 
patriotism. Dr.Rafferty, instead of balanc' 
the issues fairly and presenting dispasslc 
ately and logically the arguments on both : 
des. By appealing to the hearts rather tt 
to the minds of your audience, you are actui 
ly doing a disservice to the cause which j 
are trying to uphold.

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RAFFERTY ON PATRIOTISM FROM P. 3 

I. I 

This is a serious comment on the'problem 
i of teaching patriotism in the schools, and it 
deserves a serious answer. Let's look for a 
few moments at what seems to me to be three 
] possible approaches to the problemi 

First - since some people don't seem to 
like it, let's discuss the emotional approach. 
Emotion, of course, is a hard thing to analyze 
scientifically. Such basic human feelings as 
, ) love and hate resist a logical examination. 
And patriotism, whether we like it or not, is 
exactly that - an emotion. When we discuss 
it, we are almost compelled to do so from an 
ij emotional standpoint, and for obvious reasons. 

This doesn't mean that we can't think about 
patriotism. Je can anj we should. But I 
think we should also feel our patriotism. 
There is nothing wrong with an emotional ap¬ 
proach to an emotion. After all, most of us 
use our emotions far more than we do our in¬ 
tellects, and this is not necessarily either 
bad or good. It depends upon the nature of 
the problem which confronts us, 

F or example, how many of you studied and 
analyzed and thoroughly understood your wives 
before you married them? Few of you, I would 
guess. I've been married for twenty years, 
and I'd hate to have to prove that I under¬ 
stand my wife, even today. No, for most of 
us, and quite naturally, love came first - 
then, much later, same sort of understanding. 
You had to love your wife in order to become 
interested enough in her to try to get a bal¬ 
anced, reasoned understanding of her back¬ 
ground, personality and temperament. 

If this is true of our most sacred family 
relationship, why not of patriotism also. The 
child should be taught first to love his coun¬ 
try so that, later on in his education, he 
will have a motive strong enough to spur him 
on to understand her. Without the burning 
interest generated by love for a wonderful 
country, boys and girls may approach American 
history and civics as dull subjects. They may 
...go through the motions with no enthusiasm, 
and finally graduate from high school with 
little interest In or knowledge of their na¬ 
tive land. 

. ThB emotional approach to Americanism in¬ 

cludes most of the grand old stories which 
you and I remember so fondly from our child- 
wood: Ben Franklin and his famous pun about 

hanging together or hanging separately - Law¬ 
rence carried dying from his shattered deck, 
rallying long enough to give the U.S. Navy its 
j, deathless slogan: "Don't give up the ship I " 
. Sam Houston at San Jacinto, reminding enemy 
dictators for all time to come that Americans 
would forget attempts to enslave them, only 
when Texans forget the Alamo - these and a 
• !| hundred more great stories cluster about our 
history, bulwarking and supporting it, ming¬ 


ling in a Red, White^tand Blue mist, clamoro 
with voices out of our past, dramatizine Arne 
icon history and American institutions so th 
wide-eyed children may always remember. Is 
wrong, can it be wrong to generate love in t 
hearts of our children for these timeless t 
les which are part of the warp and woof of c 
free country? 

Admiration is another emotion, end I pi 
pose that we reapply it to our great heroc 
For several decades now, it has been the fai 
ion to debunk the leaders of long ago. II 
easy, of course, to tear down anyone. Str< 
the weaknesses, the frailties to which ; 
flesh is heir. Tell the people that Amer: 
has really never had any heroes - Just ord: 
ary fellows like you and me, out for what tl 
could get, propelled aimlessly by circumst 
ces, possessing no burning love of country 
passion for liberty. 

This i8alle, and a big one. Our child 
should be taught the magnificent, world-ch 
glng deeds of Washington and Lincoln, Frank 
and Jefferson. They should be told again 
again of their kindnesses and their wied 
their vision and their heroism. 

Why? Because it is the truth. Beca 
these things were the significant and imp 
tant part of thess great men. Because t 
were brave and farsighted and generous 
more than they were selfish and weak and 1 
ited. Because dwelling on their human fau 
distorts the overall picture. And beca 
children, by their very nature, ere goinc 
worship heroes. 

I say let's give them the very best 
country has to offer. 

Respect is another emotion. In my opir 
we should approach ths great story of Aide 
ca's past with that emotion. Our chile 
should be taught that our greatest wars t 
been fought either to make or keep men frt 
that our country has always been the fi 
appealed to and the first to respond vie 
ously and generously to cries for help f 
the starving and the suffering from all e 
the world - that after ths last great wai 
became the first victor nation in history 
give up voluntarily our territorial conqui 
and to concentrate instead upon feeding 
starving and binding up the wounds of civ 
zation. 

These things are true. Rightly presen 
they stir the blood and arouse the finer 
stinct8 of those who hear them. Why not 
sent them that way? 

The second major approach to the teac 
of Americanism is the intellectual one. 

A first grader, for example, can grasp the c 
and the tragedy of Washington praying ir 
snow at Valley Forge, but it will requi?

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above-average senior high school understanding 
to appreciate the complexities which underlay 
the Monroe Doctrine. 

This is not to say that we should eliminate 
the intellectual approach in elenentary school. 
We should certainly begin tracing the evolu¬ 
tion of our political freedom down in the 
grades. We can and we should teach the back¬ 
ground and the basis of our American free en¬ 
terprise system, contrasting it with the Com¬ 
munist principal of complete economic control. 
We can chart the progress of civil rights from 
colonial days to the admittedly imperfect pre¬ 
sent. 

All these things are part and parcel of the 
intellectual approach to Americanism. They 
can be presented factually and dispassionately 
and logically. They form an essential part of 
the American story as it should be told. 

A third approach to the problem of patrio¬ 
tism is the spiritual one. We read and hear 
a great deal today about our alleged moral de¬ 
cline and our materialistic attitude toward 
world affairs. But we must never forget, nor 
allow our children to forget, that this land 
was settled originally by people who had a 
profoundly spiritual outlook. 

The American story as our children learn 
it should include the concept, so important 
to our ancestors, of the individual as the 
Child of God. Upon this idea is based the De¬ 
claration of Independence and the Constitution. 
We should continually remind our children that 
a great portion of our nation was founded and 
settled for religious reasons. We should re¬ 
call proudly that our country was among the 
first to evolve a formula permitting all cre¬ 
eds to dwell at peace, side by side. We should 
stress that no religious war has ever sullied 
our American Countryside. 

All these things we can do more effective¬ 
ly than W8 have hitherto done, and ws can add 
an invaluable, though often neglected dimen¬ 
sion to our teaching of patriotism. 

There remains one final question: "How is 
education dealing with this problem of patrio¬ 
tism? Can our schools rise to the crisis? 
Are we now doing all that needs to be done?" 

The answer is clear: "No, we are not, but 
we are doing a far better job than we were 
just a few years ago." 

More and more schools are stressing the 
American Heritage program in their classrooms. 
More and more are teaching the principles of 
the American free enterprise system. More and 
more are teaching history as nisrory, and ci¬ 
vics as civics, instead of camouflaging these 
vital, highly. individualized subject disci¬ 
plines under such labels a6 "social studies" 
or "social living". 

But it is not an easy task. There is a 
strange state of mind to be found in certain 


circles 'in our land today - a sort of sic 
campaign of wlspering and inference to the ef 
feet that a patriot is somehow an enemy of in 
ternational peace and good will, that a me 
who loves his country must necessarily hat 
other countries, and that therefore, we shouJ 
soft pedal the teaching in our schools of tt 
great hero stories of our past, and the sor 
derful songs and poems which breathed such ur 
ashamed love and admiration for the land whit 
our ancestors came across so many leagues t 
sotrmy sea to transform into a nation which J 
today the wonder and envy of the human race, 

It has been said in recent months by a hi< 
official of this State, appointed by the Go' 
ernor, that the idea of America being "sacri 
soil" is a lot of "paranoiac patriotism". I 
is going up and down the state even as we mei 
here today , attacking in terms usually r 
served for a common burglar those of us w 
live and speak of patriotism in the spirit • 
our great ancestors. I am sure that to th 
gentleman the soil of his native land is n 
sacred, that it is Just dirt, no differs 
from the soil of any other land. This is h 
privilege. 

But I want to make my own position cryst 
clear. America's soil is sacred to me. 

It was sacred to Patrick Henry and to Fra 
cis Scott Key, to Nathan Hale and to Dougl 
MacArthur. It is soil watered, as Jeffers 
said, with the blood of patriots, and hallow 
with the sacrifice of generations of Amerlc 
dead. It is soil unique in all this worl 
because among the thronging nations of o 
planet, it alone has never tolerated tyrann 
in any form and under any disguise. 

There was a poem once, memorized by eve 
school child in the land, which started out 

"The breaking waves dashed high 

On a stern and rockbound coast ... " 

It was called, "The Landing of the Pilgr 
Fathers", and it ended with these lines: 

"Ay, call it holy ground. 

The soil where first they trod! 

They have left unchanged what there they 
found; 

Freedom to worship God." 

This is what America meant to the men * 
women who carved out of a primeval wildernc 
this land of promise, this magnet which t 
drawn to its shores the lovers of freedom f 1 
every clime under the sun. To them it was i 
deed, and in the most profound sense, he 
ground - sacred soil. 

Have we changed so greatly within the 1e 
generation, ws Americans? Are we incapat: 
any longer of loving above all others thJ 
(Continued Page 6 ) 
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our own "sweet land of Liberty"? I refuse to 
believe it. 

The schools of America are the hope of 
America - the "last* best hope of men on earth". 
To those of us in Education* into whose keep** 
ine has been entrusted the whole future of our 
people* the great* soul-shaking opportunity 
has been given to assist* with God's grace, 
in the saving of our couhtry. For almost two 
centuries* the teachers of the United States 
of America have kept the American Heritage in¬ 
tact* passing it from one generation to ano¬ 
ther as a rich legacy.

From the te3t tubes and retorts of innumer¬ 
able school laboratories have 8prung* over the 
years* the questionings and imaginings which 
culminated in the electric light* the tele¬ 
graph* th8 protean triumphs of plastics* and 
the ultimate marvel of thermonuclear energy. 

This, then is no time for tame surrender 
to those among us who would tamper with the 
dearly bought birthright of our people* sneer¬ 
ing and belittling with "silent smiles of slow 
disparagement." 

It is* instead* a time for all of us* both 
educators and the friends of Education* to 
stand to our guns* to tell America not what 
she wants to hear, but what is oood end true 
for her to hear* to tell her not only what we 
have done for her in the past* but what we are 
yet prepared to do. 

Some of the things which we have done were 
vain and foolieh* but there is much more of 
which we should be very proud. 

In the past* it has been the children taught 
by our predecessors who built out of a raw and 
savage continent* this nation which is is our 
happy privilege to defend and to love. 

In the years which lie ahead* it will be 
the boys and girls now listening to our words 
who will use old Earth itself as but a foot 
stool* and who will unfurl upon the outer

The office of the County Counsel of Los An¬ 
geles has, been a pioneer in the legal fight 
against Soviet subversion in the United States 
and has engaged in numerous legal actions to 
protect the citizens of this country from sub¬ 
version. Mr. Kennedy points out that "it is 
not an exaggeration to say, however, that most 
of our efforts and activity in fighting sub¬ 
version during this period (since 1947) are 
being blunted by this emerging pattern of ju¬ 
dicial nullification of governmental efforts 
to exercise its power to protect itself at 
times and with legal weapons of its own choos¬ 
ing." He adds, "It is our sincere desire to 
usb this report as a means by which citizens 
can rise up an alarm which will be heard in 
the august chambers of our judiciary and serve 
to rB-orient them to the needs of our times." 

Mr. Kennedy further points out that Los 
Angeles County accepted the challenge of Com¬ 
munist subversion, and instituted its own Loy¬ 
alty Check program on April 1, 1947. One week 
after the adoption of this program, sixteen 
county employees filed complaints in Superior 
Court seeking to enjoin the county from re¬ 
quiring them to execute the Oath of Allegiance 
to the Federal and State Constitutions, and 
the Affidavit of Subversive Activities. Thus, 
for the first time in California, the issue 
was squarely presented to an appellate court: 
May the legislative body of a county require 
its employees to swear under oath that they 
will defend the Constitution and laws of the 
United States and the State of California, and 
to answer questions designed to uncover Com¬ 
munist Party and subversive group activities 
of the employee? In Steiner v. Darby . Calif¬ 
ornia Supreme Court Justice McComb wrote a 
pioneering opinion upholding the right of the . 
County of Los Angeles to require a loyalty 
oath of its employees. 

The State of California adopted the County's 
approach to this problem by adopting the Lev¬ 
ering Act, which provides for a loyalty oath . 
applicable to all public employees. 

Mr. Kennedy's report details the various 
legal actions and court decisions leading up 
to the Supreme Court's decision in Baaaett v. 
Bullett . and the resultant weakening of loy¬ 
alty oaths as a means of state or local govern¬ 
ments protecting themselves against communist 
infiltration and subversion. 

He discusses the "right" of communists to 
leave and enter our country at will, the fight 
to bar communists from using public schools, 
the American Civil Liberties Union cases, the 
continuing effort to have the Communist Party 
labeled and registered as a subversive organ¬ 
ization, and the latest disaster to befall all

An AP wire service report out of Indiana¬ 
polis some time ago told a sordid story of 
thirty seven college students arrested for car¬ 
rying on what one local arresting officer des¬ 
cribed as a "regular sex orgy", in an Indiana¬ 
polis hotel.

One of the coeds said; "That*s what I al¬ 
ways wanted, a criminal record. A good thing 
to tell your kids....picked up on sex charges 
and spent the night in the pokey...that slays 
me!"

The First meeting oF the 1964 series oF DISCUSSIONS UNLIMITED, a series oF questions 
public meetings aimed at Los Angeles students, and held to air viewpoints oF various leFt-u. 
and Communist speakers, was held at FairFax High School auditorium on October 16, 1964. 


Court Rulings Hit 
at FI-PO Meet 

Both the United States and CaliFornia Su¬ 
preme Courts were the target oF strong criti¬ 
cism by a panel appearing beFore the Fire and 
Police Research Association October meeting. 
The pansl included Manley Bowler, ChieF Deputy 
District Attorney, Municipal Court Judge Byron 
Walters, and Pierce College ProFessor Thomas 
Devine. 

With obvious reFerence to the recent criti¬ 
cism leveled at those who have criticized the 
Supreme Court, Judge Walters said; "We should 
be Free to criticize the Supreme Court Justices 
or For that matter, any Judge. In my Judge¬ 
ment, it is a Fundamental proposition that the 
courts should interpret the law in light oF 
legislature's intent at the time oF enactment. 
It should be remembered that the legislature 
is simply representing the people and the 
courts should not divert From this Fundamemtal 
principal and make the law. We have seen the 
views oF individual judges being expressed in¬ 
stead oF the views oF society." 

In agreeing with Judge Walters , Manley 
Bowler added; "We must have checks and balan¬ 
ces. It seems to me that the emphasis has been 
placed on the rights oF individuals and that 
there is a growing lack oF protection oF soci¬ 
ety as a whole. We should remember that along 
with our rights , we must emphasize that we 
have responsibilities. For without this deli¬

our system will not work the way it was meant 
to work."’ 

Professor Devine added; "many authorities 
are now stating that our youth are placing a 
great emphasis on rights and rights only to 
do what they may feel they want to do, while 
ignoring the rights of others in our society. 
Thus, by ignoring responsibility to society 
and our laws, we find ourselves slipping into 
a posture of lawlessness fringing on anarchy.” 

In answer to one of the numerous questions 
from the audience. Judge Walters said; "It 
will probably take 50 years to erese the im¬ 
pact of the philosophy implimented by a single 
Supreme Court Appointee. A single appointee 
can easily be the balance in the numerous 5 to 
4 decisions that are destroying the effective¬ 
ness of law enforcement." 

On the state level, Hanley Bowler said; 
"Local level law enforcement is suffering as 
the result of the State's preemption of our 
local laws, thus striking down laws in the 
area of prostitution, gambling, the carrying 
of concealed weapons, etc." Bowler added; 
"Through the cloak of due process of the 14th 
Amendment, we are, insofar as law enforcement 
is concerned, becoming a government of men and 
not of law." 

In closing. Judge Walters told the enthu¬ 
siastic audience; "There is a possibility of 
limiting the tenure of the Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tices by Constitutional Amendment."

He continued, "The students of this campus 
have a right to be Informed on this topic and 
I congratulate the administration on its wis¬ 
dom in allowing a talk of this nature to be 
presented." 

A Leftist Writes... 

Bettina Aptheker, 19 year old daughter of 
Herbert Aptheker, National Committeeman of the 
Communist Party wrote a letter to the editors 
of the Communist People's World, November 21, 
1964 concerning thB recent student protests on 
the University of California Berkeley campus. 

Miss Aptheker is a history student at the 
University and member of the executive commit¬ 
tee of the Free Speech Movement (FSM) and a 
student representative on the Committee on 
Campus Political Activity which includes ad¬ 
ministration and faculty representatives. 

The student demonstrations arose as a pro¬ 
test to a University rule forbidding the use 
of campus facilities for partisan political 
and social causes. One recent protest invol- 
j ved the two-day entrapment of a police patrol 
car in a campus sit-in that swelled to upwards 
of 5,000 persons, making it necessary to call 
500 policemen to prevent disaster. 

In her letter. Miss Aptheker writes; "The 
administration representatives insisted that 
if advocacy of off campus political and social 
action was to be permitted on the campus, the 
administration should have the right to take 
disciplinary action against the atudents and 
the organizations involved ...the Free Speech 
Movement position is that the University may 
take no disciplinary action against any stu¬ 
dent or organization for advocacy on campus.

May we reqnest you to invite representatives of the Communist Party to speak at forums of the stud 
body of your school in the 1962-1963 college year, either in the form of lectures, by participation in s; 
posia, or in debates? 

During the past year Communist spokesmen addressed more than thirty colleges and universities w) 
were attended by approximately 75,000 students and townspeople. The colleges and universities inclu 
among others: Harvard Law School, University of Chicago; Brown University, Columbia University, 1 
versity of Oregon, Western Reserve, University of Wisconsin, Swarthmore, New York University, Univt 
ty of Pennsylvania, Washington University, Stanford, University of Minnesota, Reed College, Colby 
lege, Brandeis University, City College of New York, Hamilton College, Hunter College, Temple Uni 
sity, Upsula, Bowdoin, and many others. 

It is clear from this that the students wish to hear the Communist viewpoint from bona fide spokesi 
Students in their search for knowledge apparently are not satisfied to learn about communism from 
Communists. They desire a fair exchange of opinion on the supreme problems facing our country, 
all viewpoints represented, and they reject the widespread practice of denouncing Communism wit 
affording the Communists an opportunity to be heard. 

Yet in a number of cases Communists have been denied this opportunity. One pretext used to bar ( 
munists is that the Communist Party has not registered under the McCarran Act. This is true, but 
matter is now before the courts. The courts, including the Supreme Court, are yet to rule on the pos 
of the Communist Party that registration would deprive the Communists of their rights under the 1 
Fifth, Eighth and Fourteenth Amendments of the Constitution and that the enforcement of this 
would establish a precedent to destroy every vestige of American democracy. Also that registr 
compels perjury, self-incrimination and a false confession of guilt. Communists are not foreign ag 
do not commit acts of sabotage, espionage, or deception, do not seek to hide their views. 

Moreover, the Attorney General has stated that the McCarran Act is not intended to prevent the publ 
tivities of the Communist Party. To ban the Communist speakers on this ground is therefore gi 
improper and unjust. 

Another pretext used to discriminate against Communists is that some spokesmen have served prisor 
tences under the Smith Act. But if political imprisonment is a bar to speaking, then a Henry David 
eau, who served imprisonment for refusal to pay taxes as a protest against the Mexican War, wou 
excluded, as would the Reverend Martin Luther King, thrice imprisoned for his courageous stand af 
Negro oppression. Also, a large number of heads of government in today’s world would be barred, ir 
ing President Sukarno of Indonesia and Prime Minister Nehru of India, both of whom have served 
prison sentences. 

President Arthur S. Fleming of the University-of Oregon, former Secretary of Health, Educatior 
Welfare in the Eisenhower Cabinet, rejected the demand to bar Gus Hall from appearing befor 
student body, stating: “If our university deviates from the policy (freedom of expression) it has foil' 
it will be placed in the position of being a second-class institution in the eyes of men and women who 
understand the role of a university. It would be giving up its birthright.” He was honored for his 
with the Alexander Meiklejohn Award by the American Association of University Professors.

Where colleges or student groups are in a position to do so, we would appreciate the usual fee ar 
penses paid other speakers. Where schools or groups are financially not in a position to cover tl 
penses involved, we shall try to do so to the best of our ability.

We have already received a number of re¬ 
quests from legislators for assistance in 
providing documentation in some of the areas 
this organization has been identified eith. 

On the positive side, toe anticipate the 
introduction of some good ANTI- PORNOGRAPHY 
legislation. 

Once again we anticipate the Introduction 
of a bill in our behalf that would require 
all LOBBYISTS at the time of their registra¬ 
tion with the State, to state under oath 
whether the organization they represent has 
ever been cited by the HCUA or the Attorney 
General as subversive and that each of tha 
120 legislators be provided with a list of 
the subversive organizations with a lobbyist 
in the State Capitol. 

This legislation would be specifically 
aimed at representatives of the LONGSHOREMEN 
and WAREHOUSEMEN UNION and the MINE,MILL,and 
SMELTER WORKERS UNTON which have been repre¬ 
sented for years in our State Capitol. 

We also can anticipate Assemblyman Conrad 
introducing legislation designed to outlaw 
COMMUNIST PARTY CANDIDATES participating in 
primary elections. 

The reapportionment of the Senate will ba 
the dominate issue this session. However, it 
is anticipated that approximately 5000 bills 
dealing with tha different facets of State 
government will be introduced.

BILLS, BILLS, BILLS! 


Several hundred bills have been introduced 
to date. Action on these bills, however, can¬ 
not commence until thirty days after their in¬ 
troduction. Therefore, most legislative de¬ 
cisions will not be reached until after Feb¬ 
ruary 3. 

Assemblyman Jesse Unruh has been re-elect¬ 
ed to the powerful post of Speaker of the 
Assembly by a vote of 75 to 0. All Republi¬ 
cans voted for him as did forty-four Demo¬ 
crats. Three ultra-liberal Democrats refused 
to vote for him when the roll was called. 
They were: Gordon Winton (D-Mercsd) who as

and two freshman Assemblymen from San Fran¬ 
cisco - Willie L. Brown Jr. and John L. Burton 
brother of Congressman Phillip Burton who was 
one of two California legislators who dis¬ 
gracefully participated against the HCUA dur¬ 
ing the San Francisco riots of 'I960.

If a man is to be known by hie opposition, 
Unruh appears to be one of the mo6t conserva¬ 
tive Democrats in the lower House. 

The Governor's message to the Legislature 
included his recommended changes in the laws 
covering pre-trial detention "toward an in¬ 
crease in releases on defendants' own rec¬ 
ognizance"; strengthened laws regulating the 
sale and use of FIRE ARMS and his old cry for 
the abolition of CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

A number of measures will be introduced to 
impair CALIFORNIA'S INITIATIVE PROCESS. Most 
far reaching thus far, however, is a proposal 
authored by Assemblyman Winton. This measure 
which Includes four major points, should be 
vigorously opposed. Additional data will be 
forthcoming. 

SENATOR JACK SCHRADE (R-San Diego) has in¬ 
troduced six measures dealing with the riot 
problem at UC, all of which deserve support. 

ANTI-OBSCENITY 

Several bills will be introduced this year 
to deal with the problem of obscenity. Many 
will have good features as did Assemblyman 
Barnes' bills of last session. Two, however, 
seem to have little merit. They are the so- 
called "minor bills" which would establish 
separate procedure and standards for prose¬ 
cution of 8alea~of obscenity to minors. One 
of these, AB 9 was introduced by Richard Don¬ 
ovan (R-San Diego) and the other is A9 B7 by 
Howard Thelin (R-Glendale). FI-PO takes the 
same position as the American Legion in sup¬ 
port of strong major legislation following 
the lines of the Barnes bills of last session. 
By confusing ths issue with minor legislation 
we may end up with ONLY the minor legislation 
while the measures aimed at the heart of the 
problem are struck down. Reliance on a so- 
called minor law would leave hard-core obscen¬ 
ity available for "adults only", and while 
providing recourse against a retailer, would 
not enable necessary prosecutions of publish¬ 
ers and distributers of filth. Remember, it

HOW REDS v^ORK TO DESTROY OPPONENTS 


The pattern is the same, whether it be in 
New York, Chicago or Los Angeles. The heavi¬ 
est attacks, and the most persistant and con¬ 
tinuous vilification is leveled by the com¬ 
munist press, its speakers, and it6 fellow- 
travelers against the knowledgeable anti¬ 
communists . These, above all others, say the 
communists, are the ones to be destroyed, 
their influence negated, their motives ques¬ 
tioned and their political leadership under¬ 
mined. 

Among the many fine Americans who have 
been under attack by the communists here in 
California, few, if any, have a record equal¬ 
ling that of Playor Sam Yorty. He has been 
one Df their prime targets ever since 1939. 
That was the year young Assemblyman Yorty, as 
Chairman of the California Assembly Relief 
Investigating Committee, which was the fore¬ 
runner to the California Senate Fact Finding 
Committee on Un-American Activities, threw 
the spotlight of publicity on communist mach¬ 
inations to take over the Stats Relief Admin¬ 
istration. 

"Your Committee", declared that report, 
"has been amazed at the extent of communist 
infiltration into the Stats Relief Administra¬ 
tion. Under the cloak of this branch of 
State Government, communists have found their 
way into widely separate areas of the State. 
In all of these areas they are engaged in 
carrying out a well-planned scheme to under¬ 
mine the State Government." 

The action of Yorty and his committee nip¬ 
ped in the bud a communist plot that almost 
succeeded. The communists in the S.R.A. and 
their stooges marched upon Sacramento, hoping 
in this way to stop the Stats Legislature 
from taking action against them, by disolving 
the S.R.A. and turning relief work over to 
the individual counties. One of the songs 
they sang in an attempt to discredit members 
of Committee (Phillips and Call were members 
of the Yorty Committee) was entitled: 

TIE A CAN TO POLITICIANS AND SAVE THE S.R.A. 

One verse went: 

Oh, they'rr shooting craps with Phillips, 

And they're cutting cards with Call; 

They are drinking Yorty's whiskey. 

And they're calling Hoover "pal". 

The Legislature was not intimidated. It 
agreed with Yorty's recommendations. The 
S.R.A. was abolished. No longer would State 
funds and State offices be used to subsidize 


the communist propaganda machine. All throu 
the years the communist newspaper PEOPLE 
WORLD has never missed a chance to atte 
Yorty. Just a couple of 
years ago, for example, the 
P.W. in its April 20, 1962 
issue ran a headline "NO¬ 
BODY'S SAFE - NOT EVEN RED- 
BAITER SAW YORTY." The ar¬ 
ticle began: 

"Anyone who knows any¬ 
thing about California pol¬ 
itics knows that the pre¬ 
sent Wayor of Los Angeles, 

Sam Yorty, soared to polit¬ 
ical power on the wings of a witch-hunt." 

"It was his search as a State Assembly! 
for "reds" in the old State Relief Admin 
tration back in the '30s that provided 
with the reputation that won him a post¬ 
seat in Congress, and led, eventually, to 
election last year as Wayor of this vast 
tropolls." 

In Congress Yorty backed military aid 
Greece and Turkey to prevent a Commun 
take-over there in 1947. In 1950 he bac 
the move of U.S. troops into Korea to prev 
a similar takeover. And all through his c 
gressional terms he enthusiastically suppc 
ed the House Committee on Un-American Acti 
ties. 

Another reason the communists hate We 
Yorty is that he is 100$ behind effective 
enforcement. He wants no so-called "Pol 
Review Board" and has openly branded the i 
as communist supported. 

One of the more recent attacks made aga i 
Yorty by a few perhaps well-intentioned 
misinformed persons-which must cause plenty 
mirth in the Communist camp - is the chf 
that Yorty himself had a communist backgroi 

About three years ago when the matter 
brought to the attention of the late Chaii 
of the HCUA, Representative Francis E. Ufa' 
(D-Pa), an Associated Press dispatch in 
Los Angeles Times of April 21, 1962 deer 
that Chairman Walter discounted the rema

And bo George Lincoln Rockwell piuyo a 
very important part in hie attacke on Commun- 
ism. Meanwhile, the local Communists work 
round the clock to build the concept that all 
expressed concern against Communism stems 
from the Birch Society or from the so-called 
American Nazi Party. 

One of the most effective propaganda de¬ 
vices of the international Communist conspir¬ 
acy is the use of a phony symbolic concept of 
left and right, supposedly plotted along a 
scale that shows different types of political 
systems—Communism, Socialism, fascism. Cap¬ 
italism, and the like. It is from this phony 
scale that Communists and their fellow trav¬ 
elers derive the widely used invectives which 
they hurl against their opposition — right 
wing extremists, capitalist Imperialists,- 
fascists, anarchists, and so on. 

By the use of this concept, the Communists— 
have attempted to implant in the minds of 
less thoughtful people, the idea that fascism 
is somehow opposed to Communism, and that 
anyone who seeks to preserve freedom of tha 
individual and liberty under law, is moving 
toward a Hitler like plan for subjugation and 
exploitation of the working man. All of this 
is Just plain dirty name calling. It is a 
phony scale of things, because in order to 
make a true scale, you must have quantities of 
something. 

On the true scale, we find the Communists 
and the fascists and the Nazis joining in 
fascist communism. Wouldn't it make Just 
common sense for the Communists to nurture 
and promote, and possibly finance, a George 
Lincoln Rockwell and the so-called American 
Nazi Party's funds? In short, who pays for 
your dirty little Nazi armbands, Mr. Rockwell?

LOBBYISTS , 

AB 529 authnred by Assemblyman Bill Danne- 
meyBr (D-Anaheim) at the request of FI-PO will 
be heard by the Rules Committee 9i30 AM, Mar.
